The days were hot and sticky, 
the sun unbearable, and the wind 
and drizzle were enough to send 
anybody home. 

But Bill Ellsworth, along with 
339 other dedicated artists, stuck 
it out for the full four days of the 
1989 Virginia Beach Boardwalk 
Art Show. „ 

Ellsworth, an etcher, said he is 
glad though that the art show has 
been shortened to only four days. 

"Your brain was literally 
baked. It takes about a week to 
recover. You feel low and slow 
for about a week. It's a real mind- 
burner," the Pine Ridge resident 
said. 

This was the fifteenth year 
Ellsworth has entered the art 
show, which was held on 18th 
through 30th Streets. Although 
he's never taken first place, his 
work has won several minor 
awards and a third and fourth 
place. 

"You start preparing about the 
time you finish last year's show. 
You have to review what went 
wrong and how to correct it," 
Ellsworth said. 

Although the art show didn't 
officially begin until 10 a.m., 
Ellsworth arrived, art in hand, at 
about 8 a.m. At that time of the 
morning it's not quite as hot, 
which makes setting up much 
easier. It also gives Ellsworth 
time to chat with other artists. 
He said customers usually begin

arriving at about 8:30 a.m. but 
Ellsworth and his wife Billie 
don't finish setting up until about 
10 a.m. 

"She's a good manager," 
Ellsworth said about his wife. 
"She keeps me on the straight 
and narrow." 

Ellsworth had 72 etchings on 
display during the show and 60 of 
them were sold. His prices range 
from $40 to $60 for a relatively 
small 8"xl0" etching. 
Ellsworth's philosophy is that for 
;very ten people who stop to 



look at his work, he sells to at 
least one of them. 

"II you're as etcher, you're sat- 
isfied if anybody stops to look. 
I'm always surprised that anyone 
would want anything anyway," 
he said. "It was almost identical 
to last year's as far as sales are 
concerned. I was most happy." 

With a hat on his head and his 
face covered with sun block, 
Ellsworth said he was still ex- 
posed to the elements from his 
booth on 25lh Street. On the 
second day of the show, a 



"magnificent breeze" came along 
and blew Ellsworth's tent right 
* tiff the boardwalk. Although he 
tried to rig the tent so it would 
protect him from the blazing sun, 
Ellsworth still went home with a 
sunburn. 

At the end of the day when the 
sun is preparing to go down, 
Ellsworth packs up all his etch- 
ings and loads them back into the 
car. He said the Center for the 
Arts provided trailers this year for 
the artists to store their work, but

School's out for the summer, but 
only for some kids. About 3,000 
secondary and 943 elementary stu- 
dents are in summer school. 

Administrative coordinator for 
secondary education Ken Lumpkin 
said those figures are average for 
Virginia Beach students. 

'That's about what we've had for 
the last couple of years. It's been 
stable for the last three years. Any 
increase reflects the general increase 
of the student population," he said. 

Joe Lo wen thai, public informa- 
tion specialist for Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools, said the 
number of elementary students at- 
tending summer school is increas- 
ing. 

"Yes, the numbers are up from 
the past because we're beginning to 
place more emphasis on remedia- 
tion," he said. 

Lumpkin said about half the stu- 
dents who attend summer school at 
the high school level do so to re- 
peat a subject they failed. Other 
reasons for taking summer courses 
are for additional incentive, which 
is a requirement for student activi- 
ties such as playing on a sports 
team. Summer school also gives

Burke 
was offered former economic devel- 
opment director Jim DcBellis' job. 

"When you're in the economic 
development business there's a fra- 
ternity of people who know who's 
doing what. Evidently my creden- 
tials fit what they were looking 
for," he said. "Everything just 
worked out." 

A Dallas, Texas native, BuTke 
had never been to Virginia Beach. 
After graduating from the Univer- 
sity of Texas in 1965 and his stint 
at Texas Power and Light Com- 
pany, Burke moved his family to 
the east coast. Since they had vaca- 
tioned there before, he was sure 
they would adapt 

Burke also knew, because of the

Annual Hamid-Morton Shrine Circus Attracted 
Almost 50,000; Gate Receipts Totaled $200,000

Despite the rainy weather, the 
Khedive Temple's annual Hamid- 
Morton Shrine circus attracted an 
"all time record high" this year. 

The circus, which was held at the 
Union-Kempsville Stadium at Vir- 
ginia Beach Boulevard and Witch- 
duck Road, lured in 40,000 to 
50,000 people over the course of 
four days. 

'The crowds were standing room 
only. We didn't have~enough seats 
for everybody," said George Staff, 
circus general chairman. "Our 
attendance was up probably 5,000 
to 10,000." 

The circus, in its 26th year, was 
begun by the Shriners "to provide 
an inexpensive day of family enter- 
tainment for the community and if 
possible to raise proceeds for our 
general fund," Stagg said. 



"The crowds were 
standing room only.

The general admission to the 
three-ring circus was S5 for adults 
and $2.50 for children. Stagg said 
the total gate receipts reached 
$200,000. The Shriners donated 
$50,000 towards the 100,000 free 
tickets that were' given away by 
Tidewater police and fire depart- 
ments, civic organizations and radio 
and television stations. He added 
that the total sales from hamburg- 
ers, hot dogs, soda and novelties 
was "better than last year."

Flag Desecration Laws Are 
An Act Of Judicial Arrogance

The recent Supreme Court deci- 
sion concerning first amendment 
rights and flag desecration laws 
struck me initially as a blatant ex- 
ample of judicial arrogance. An- 
other instance of lawyers purport- 
edly acting in my best interests be- 
cause of my ignorance concerning 
the fine theoretical points of the 
Constitution and the law. 

However, upon closer examina- 



tion I found that this appointed 
body has been fairly consistent in 
their interpretation of first amend- 
ment rights and the use of the 
American flag in the expression of 
those rights. And their point is well 
taken that free speech, not just 
speech that we agree with, is the 
right intended by the constitution. 
To argue that the censorship of 

thought and speech suffered by so 
many of the world's people is 
preferable to the freedom we enjoy

Flag Burning Is A 
Grievous Error 



There are few absolutes in the law. Blasting is the only ex- 
ception that comes to mind. One who blasts is liable even for 
unforeseen consequences. 

Free speech is not an absolute. There are limitations. In the 
recent flag-burning case, the Supreme Court has stretched the 
First Amendment beyond its limitations. 

Burning the flag publicly as an act of protest is equivalent to 
"fighting words" and could likely provoke the average citizen to 
retaliation. Such an act is designed to do just that. 

Under the law, one may use deadly force to protect oneself 
from reasonably perceived death or serious bodily harm. Our 
-flag is more than a symbol. It is consecrated property - the 
standard of our national conscience. "We the People" are en- 
trusted with its care and must defend it from desecration. 

The decision that burning the American flag was simply 
^'expressive conduct" conveying a political statement has al- 
ready produced more confusion than enlightenment. A change 
in the law is requisite, and must be done quickly. - L.Y.

No Need 
To Repeat 
1976 Riot

I'd never seen police dogs attack screaming people before. Or cops run- 
ning at sidewalk crowds, Macing the startled sunburned faces. 

On the other hand, I'd never seen assorted drunks and rednecks tip over 
heavy drink machines and throw large trash cans and other dangerous ob- 
jects at police officers and cars and in general trash Atlantic Avenue. 

But those are some of the vivid images I recall from watching in person 
the July 4, 1976 Atlantic Avenue uprising that some people called the na- 
tion's only Bicentennial riot. 

It was America's 200th birthday, and for months everyone living in 
Democracy's Cradle had been swamped with the media's patriotic messages 
and Bicentennial Moments. When finally the big weekend came, the public 
was primed. "Let's raise hell in the name of Old George," was the^day's 
theme, and nowhere in the country was this flag-waving outpouring more 
evident than right on The Strip. 

It was really a Sunday night fluke. A torrid combination of holiday 
weekend madness, hot sweaty weather, unbridled youth and psucdopatrib- 
tism. Unfortunately, much of patriotism sailed through the air on red, 
white and blue waves of Budwciser suds. 

People began drinking early that evening, sometimes publicly, bla- 
tantly, in the streets, on sidewalks, in alleys, in cars and vans. Who knows 
what other illegal substances were being consumed. But at the end of the 
night, sometime after midnight, this crazed crowd did-not disperse like the 
police instructed. That's when the trouble began. 

I don't know if anyone was hurt during the disturbance. Or its aftermath. 
But I do remember that Virginia Beach, for one wild night, had a poten- 
tially disastrous crowd control problem on its hands - similar to the one 
last Labor Day, when oceanfront police officers found themselves face to 
face with clusters of hundreds of predominantly black college students, and 
other locals and tourists. 

By most accounts, the police department last Labor Day conducted itself 
with restraint. Sure the force was somewhat overwhelmed and caught by 
surprise. Certainly the officers had all been uained in crowd control. But no 
matter how well trained or coached, no one really knows what to expect 
until the lights go down and the players take the stage. 

Virginia Beach has had two significant crowd control challenges in re- 
cent memory. The troublesome thought now is, number three might be 
jusl a couple of months away. '

Lips Are Sealed 



Police officials said they don't want to talk about crowd control tactics 
and strategy. They don't want to expose how they plan to deal with the in- 
fusion of unpredictable college students expected this Labor Day. Virginia 
Beach Master Police Officer Lew Thurston, the police department's public 
information officer, told me that things this year will be handled differently 
compared to last year's scary situation. But he won't say exactly how. Odds 
are, you can count on a much heavier and stoic police presence that week- 
end. 

Thurston said there has been an increased police presence at the ocean- 
front all summer. He also said die problem is not solely the police depart- 
ment's. He said the tourist bureau and restaurant and hotel associations 
must also become involved in maintaining order. New pamphlets have 
been printed and will be distributed all along the oceanfront informing 
visitors how to have a good time in Virginia Beach, and outlining what 
conduct is legal and illegal. 

Thurston wouldn't say exactly how much, but certainly police officials 
have discussed this situation thoroughly. Rest for sure, Police Chief 
Charles Wall will not allow to happen again what happened last Labor 
Day. Wall came to Virginia Beach from Morgantown, West Virginia, the 
home of me University of West Virginia. His experience in dealing with 
masses of drunk students, in addition to all his other law enforcement 
experience, was certainly a factor in his being hired here. He wasn't die 
chief here in 1976. Had he been, that situation might have been handled 
diffcrendy. 

The last thing on earth the Virginia Beach community and police de- 
partment want is any trouble this Labor Day weekend. But a real possibil- 
ity exists. The students are returning, plus the rest of the world. They had 
more or less free run of the beach last time they were here. They destroyed 
property, harassed and assaulted people. But, as Thurston notes, some of 
the trouble might have been caused by locals and tourists and not just the 
students. Who knows. The point is, the situation was tense and it gave the 
city a black eye. 

It frightened the oceanfront business community and innocent spectators, 
and there's no reason to believe, based on what we know so far, that a 
similar scene won't unfold this year. The subject has been publicly debated, 
for some people the balllelincs have been drawn, and it might only take a 
small spark to make a big fire. 

Immediately after last year's uprising, the city should have written letters 
to the fraternities involved, if that can be determined, informing them that 
they are welcome in Virginia Beach, but order will be maintained. Come 
have fun. But act like responsible adults. Remind them that the city has 
ABC laws which will be enforced, and that no one here lakes kindly to 
people who destroy hotel rooms and other property. 

Hopefully, this Labor Day will pass without incident. But all it takes is 
the wrong person to push the right person at the wrong time and the wrong 
place and a little scuffle could erupt into a major confrontation. Police 
officers must go out of their way to bend over backwards to be patient with 
die merrymakers. But they must not drop their guard for a moment. They 
must issue summonses, make arrests and hang lough when the situation 
calls for it.

and to the system of government we hold so dear. 

Each man, each woman - each school child who approaches the steps of 
our city's administration building now does so with a heightened awareness 
of the purpose of our government - an awareness that speaks to them of 
sincere dedication to the American way of life.

The State Board of Education is meeting this summer to adopt a new 
accountability program for the public schools in Virginia. It has been fif- 
teen years since the first state wide efforts to keep track of how well the 
students in the Commonwealth were doing and the newest plan isn't much 
different than the first. The backbone of both the new and the old account- 
ability systems are test scores from norm-referenced tests. 

The academic excellence measure to ascertain how well a school division 
is doing in preparing students for college will use 1 1 indicators and three 
more in the years to come: 



Advanced placement courses 
Advanced placement test 
Advanced studies diploma 
College level courses 
Scholastic Aptitude Test 
SAT

One irony of the new state program is asking systems to decrease the 
number of students dropping out of school and at the same time increase

Youell Tees Off On Court's Flag Ruling

This week, the nation celebrated its birthday by proudly displaying the 
American Flag in parades, on flagpoles, from public buildings and private 
homes, by singing our national anthem - The Star-Spangled Banner, and 
by marching to the strains of The Stars and Stripes Forever. But during the 
period between Flag Day and Independence Day, often set aside as a time to 
honor America, our symbol of nationhood was dishonored. 

On the first day of summer, June 21, the Supreme Court announced its 
decision that the First Amendment protects a citizen's right to burn the flag 
of the United States as a political protest. When I heard the news that 
evening, I was shocked and dismayed. 

Through the years, I have spoken about the flag to student groups and 
other organizations in an effort to teach young people, newly naturalized 
citizens, and others how to show proper respect for our national emblem. I 
have written articles and edited a book about the flag, and it has been the 
subject of a number of columns I have written for The Virginia Beach Sun. 
I have also personally distributed hundreds of copies of the Flag Code. 

Now I wonder how the court's 5-4 split decision will affect the federal 
and state laws concerning the flag. If one can burn the flag as a form of 
political expression, then many sections of the federal code concerning the 
flag appear to be in doubt. 4 



I contend that the flag is a unique and paramount 
symbol. Preventing its desecration does not prevent 
a person from expressing an idea. 



Will Congress revise Title 18 USC section 700 (a) which provides that: 
"Whoever knowingly casts contempt upon any flag of the United States by 
publicly mutilating, defacing, defiling, burning, or trampling upon it shall 
be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned for not more than one year, 
or both." Perhaps Congress will simply add, "unless such act is a political 
statement!" 

What is the effect now of 36 USCS Section 176: Respect for Flag? "No 
disrespect should be shown to the flag of the United States of America; the 
flag should not be dipped to any person or thing. . ." What is a member of 
the Armed Forces expresses his political feelings by deliberately dipping 
the flag as he marches in a parade? Will he be punished for exercising his 
right of free speech as defined by this Supreme Court? I realize that the 
word "should" not "shall" is used in this section and there are no sanctions

Ellsworth chose to take his 
jhomc. 

Ellsworth, 63, spent 30 years 
in the Navy, which accounts for 
the subject matter of his etch- 
ings. Most of his work depicts 
Naval aviation, whales, dolphins, 
and even bar scenes; all memories 
of his military days. 

"Almost everything I do has a 
connection along those lines," he 

said. 

Ellsworth, who has always had 
an interest in art, didn't get seri- 



ous about his work until after he 
retired from the Navy. An etching 
course is what persuaded him to 
lake up this art form. 

"If you're not a very good 
drawer, be an etcher," he joked. 

The etching process is really a 
quite simple one. The procedure 
begins with a metal plate that is 
polished until it resembles a 
shaving mirror. Then a ground of 
bees wax is spread on the plate. 
Ellsworth then takes a needle and 
draws through the ground to ex-

pose the plate to the air. The 
plate is then put into an Kid bath 
which*bites in where he's made 
the drawings. 

To print the etching, ink must 
be spread on the plate and then 
wiped clean with a rag so that 
most of the ink is gone. A piece 



of paper and a heavy wool blan- 
ket are then placed on the plate 
and pulled through a roller press 
by hand, which drives the paper 
into the plate and picks up the 
ink. 

Ellsworth said he usually 
spends two to three days on an

etching, not including the several 
hours it takes to print and the 10 
days it takes to dry. 

Ellsworth also participates in 
about 12 other shows each year, 
other than the Boardwalk Art 
Show. Four of them are held 
outdoors. He said his three mar- 
ket areas, because of the number 
of aircraft, are Virginia Beach, 
Washington D.C. and Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

Ellsworth plans on participat- 



ing in the Boardwalk Art Show 
next year, "if they let me in." 
Each year the applicants are 
screened before they are accepted 
into the show. Not everybody 
makes it. 

"Every year everybody I know 
sweats it. You talk about 
competition. There's a competi- 
tion just to get in," he said.

She will 
recommend to the Board of Gover- 
nors that some structural changes 
be made to the home to more prop- 
erly reflect 18th century architecture 
and that the home be furnished with 
a combination of antiques and re- 
productions from the period. 

"I believe the home is worthy of 
restoration," Melchor said. "My re- 



search indicates that the Lands were 
not wealthy people and that their 
household would have been neat and 
plain. I'm hoping we will be able 
to restore the home to properly re- 
flect their lifestyle," she added. 

Melchor inventoried the contents 
of the three historic homes owned 
by the City of Norfolk. Melchor is 
the co-author of Eastern Shore Vir- 
ginia Raised-Panel Furnitures, 
1730-1830 and has written several 
articles for arts and archaeological 
journals. She was a docent at the 
Chrysler Museum for eight years 
and was guest curator for the Shore 
furniture exhibition at the museum. 



She has provided consultant ser- 
vices to the Historic Hope Planta- 
tion Foundation, the Association 
for the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities, the Bacon's Castle 
restoration project, as well as to 
numerous dealers, private collectors 
and owners of historic buildings.

bility with his government officials, to become aware of issues, policies, 
human needs; to become involved in problem solving; and to speak out 
when something's wrong. Different people handle their responsibilities 
differently, some, unfortunately - not responsibly. 

But Flag Day - unlike other more festive holidays - reminds us all - 
painfully at times, that whether a governor or council member, whether a 
PTA parent, civic league president, or private citizen, each of us bears our 
own standard - and the sturdy fiber that constitutes our American flag - 
must reflect the very fiber of our moral value - in reminding us by its 
presence - that our voice counts, our vote counts, and our point of view 
counts! And only when we have utilized those instruments responsibly, 
should wc even be permitted to refer to ourselves as genuine Americans! 

For our nation, unlike many others, is not founded on race, on religion, 
on ethnic origin. Instead, this great country was constructed with purpose 
and foresight, to represent the very heart and soul of the people who would 
gather at her shores for decades to come, their hopes and dreams intact, 
their hearts burning with a new kind of love we now call patriotism - a 
love for a homeland which would remain in a state of constant evolution. 

A homeland to be shaped, molded, challenged, fought for, and a home- 
land for which untold thousands would, without question, sacrifice their 
lives so that others might continue to live in freedom.

However, the Uniform Code of Military Justice is an integral part of the 
United States Code. Will servicemen be held to the same standard enunci- 
ated by the Supreme Court in this decision? What is a member of the 
Armed Forces publicly burned an American flag, which he owned, to ex- 
press dissatisfaction with the Service? Could he be successful prosecuted 
under the Article that proscribes conduct prejudicial to good order and 
discipline of he claimed that by this act he was making a political state- 
ment? 

By this decision, the court condoned the action of an American citizen 
and member of the Revolutionary Communist Youth Brigade who burned a 
stolen American flag. Will an exception be made in the case of an Ameri- 
can citizen serving as a soldier, sailor or marine? 

Section 176 continues: (a) The flag should never be displayed with the 
union down, except as a signal of dire distress in instances of extreme dan- 
ger to life or property, (b) The flag should never touch anything beneath it, 
such as the ground, the floor, water, or merchandise. . . (d) The flag should 
never be used as wearing apparel. . .(g) The flag should never have placed 
upon it, nor on any part of it, nor attached to it any mark, insignia, letter, 
word, figure, design, picture or drawing of any nature. . . (i) The flag 
should never be used for advertising purposes in any manner whatsoever. . 
." Sadly, this Section is already honored more in the breach than in the 
observance. 

Yet the final sentence in (j) reads, "The flag represents a living country 
and is itself considered a living thing." Thus, the American flag is more 

than a symbol. More than a mere piece of cloth, If not, a service station 
attendant may use it to wash windshields, explaining that he doesn't like 
the way the government is operating and has a right to this form of 
"political expression." 

In an honest effort to understand the reasoning of the court in this flag- 
burning ai protest case, I paid the Wahab Public Law Library to order an 
advance copy of the 25-page opinion from WESTLAW Legal Research 
Database so that I could study it in timely fashion. Having read and reread 
the decision as well as numerous editorials and news columns, and having 
listened to pros and cons by experts and analysts on television, I now be- 
lieve the Court has made a grievous error. 

I am convinced that this particular decision is productive of more confu- 
sion than enlightenment and doubtless will spawn endless litigation. It 
clearly makes teaching respect for the flag difficult if not impossible. 

Justice Brennan, in writing the majority opinion, contends that the 
burning of the American flag in front of the Dallas City Hall was simply 
"expressive conduct," conveying a political statement. Since no riot en- 
sued, no harm was done. The facts of the case were that the respondent 
Johnson had accepted the flag stolen by a fellow protestor, doused it with 
kerosene, and set it on fire as the protestors chanted, "American, the red, 
white and blue, we spit on you." 

The Court held that Johnson's conviction was inconsistent with the 
First Amendment. I disagree, as did four justices, and argue that the despi- 
cable act of burning a flag publicly is equivalent to "fighting words" that 
would likely provide the average citizen to retaliation. Simply because this 
did not happen in this case is no excuse for exonerating the perpetrator. 

In his dissent, Chief Justice Rehnquist writes, "The American flag, then, 
throughout more than 200 years of our history, has come to be the visible 
symbol embodying our Nation. It does not represent the views of any par- 
ticular political party, and it does not represent any particular political phi- 
losophy. The flag is not simply another 'idea* or 'point of view' compet- 
ing for recognition in the marketplace of ideas. Millions and millions of 
Americans regard it with an almost mystical reverence regardless of what 
sort of social, political, or philosophical beliefs they may have." 

I contend that the flag is a unique and paramount symbol. Preventing its 
desecration does not prevent a person from expressing an idea. The flag is a 
standard of our national conscience. Many have fought, bled, and died under 
it. The flag is not ordinary property; it is extraordinary property and should 
be protected from abuse, even if this might require a constitutional 
Amendment. 

By no stretch of the imagination can I concede that prohibiting the 
burning of our national ensign as an expression of political protest consti- 
tutes an abridgment of free speech. There are hundreds of ways to commu- 
nicate ideas. Burning the American flag should not be one of them.

is more onerous to me than flag 
desecration. This polyglot society 
has not matured and nurtured its 
freedoms in silence but rather by 
the free and open exchange of ideas. 
Perhaps praise instead of censure is 
due the five stalwart justices who 
decided in favor of the first amend- 
ment. 

While it is clear to me how this 
decision was reached and even why, 
there are some questions left unan- 
swered by the decision of this court. 

How can this august body ignore 
the special symbolism of the flag? 
Can it be that they do not recognize 
the power of symbols? 

There is ample evidence that they 
understand the special significance 
and power of symbols within our 
society. For this is the arm of the 
government that has consistently 
held to legitimizing cross burnings 
as an appropriate means* to express 
an opinion is both despicable and 
not what was intended by the 
Constitution's guarantee of pro- 
tected speech. The symbolism and 
act are intended to offend and incite 
a specific segment of society. 

They have also been clear in their 
support for absuact concepts repre- 
sented by symbols. A member of 
the Supreme Court recently cen- 
sured a lawyer for failing to address 
him correctly. What citizen is un- 
aware of the court's willingness to 
punish an individual for contempt 
of court? 

These measures clearly indicate 
the justices realize that to let the 
concept of law become something 
to be scoffed at weakens the concept 
itself. The laws that enforce respect 
for the law are in the whole ap- 
plauded by our justices and are ef- 
fective in making our body of laws 
work. 

If I have interpreted their actions 
correctly, they clearly understand 
the power of symbols, know that 
some are inappropriate in a civilized 
society and are willing to infer spe- 
cial protection under the law. Why 
the not the flag of the country? 

Perhaps they fail to see the sym- 
bolism of the flag because it has 
been commercialized to the point it 
has become just another piece of 
colored cloth. Or maybe our politi- 
cians' insincerity in suing the flag 
for political gain has cheapened the 
value of the symbol. Even the me- 
dia has had a hand in disabusing the 
flag of any special value by con- 
stantly assuring the court that flag 
wavers and patriotism are the con- 
venient refuge of scoundrels. 

Inspite of these abuses, I find it 
hard to believe the justices could 
fail to understand the significance of 
the flag. The nation provides clear 
proof of the flag's significance and 
symbolism. For the flag, that 
symbol of the abstract concept that 
is America, is the last gift presented 
to those men and women who died 
in the defense of that Constitution 
that sets us apart from all other na- 
tions. 

If the flag can represent the 
thanks of a grateful people for the 
continuing gifts of all freedoms, 
then most assuredly it has a special 
meaning for us worth recognizing 
and protecting in our laws. 



classes will be held at Bayside, 
Brookwood, Lynnhaven and Pem- 
broke Elementary Schools through 
July 31.

"It makes a difference. Students 
need to have means of catching up. 
It (summer school) provides intel- 
lectual enrichment during the sum- 
mer," Lumpkin said.

And trouble may be on the horizon this Labor Day 
at the Virginia Beach oceanfront.

The City Of Virginia Beach Has Recycled 485 Tons 
Of Newspapers This Year; Public Schools Benefit 
From Proceeds

It began in late November 1988 
and the city of Virginia Beach's 
newspaper recycling program is 
still in full force. 

"It's going pretty good. We're 
pleased with it," said P. Wade Kyle, 
administrator of the city's waste 
management division and program 
initiator. 

So far this year, 485 tons of 
newspaper have been recycled at 
$25 per ton. The school system has 
received $1,456 for the newspapers 
collected at each school's bin. There 
arc currently 70 bins located at all 
Virginia Beach public schools and

"By putting them at the schools 
it was encouraging the students to 
be involved," Kyle said. 

Kyle said he came up with the 
idea to recycle newspapers "as an 
effort to reduce the disposal cost of 
paying the Southeastern Public 
Service Authority." 

He added that the program also 
reduces the waste stream, encour- 
ages recycling, helps out the work

Council Chooses 
Option 1A For 
Constitution 
Drive Flyover

The alignment which city coun- 
cil has finally recommended to the 
Virginia Department of Transporta- 
tion for the Constitution Drive fly- 
over (known as the 1A option) 
crosses Mount Trashmore Lake at 
its widest point. The route is also 
the straightest of the five options 
presented. 

Councilman John A. Baum,t>ne 
of the four council members voting 
against the resolution recommend- 
ing the alignment, did so, he said, 
because he was opposed to the way 
the State-acquired rights-of-way for 
road projects. 

He noted that the project would 
take the front of the Mega Mazda 
dealership property and proposed to 
build a "rinky dinky lane" to pro- 
vide access, "if the frontage is 
taken," he said, "it is a worthless 
piece of property. ..Any type of 
building that needs quick access is 
severely damaged by an awkward 
entrance." 

The dealership is owned by 
Councilman Harold Heischobcr 
who abstained from the discussion 
and the vote. 

Baum said that the procedure for 
acquistion of rights-of-way is 
unfortunate. "It's the first time I can 
remember when a person has to ab- 
stain because he'd be hurt. I'm not 
going to vote for anything that fol- 
lows that procedure."

Dr. Richard Morris' Artistic Eye 
Helps In Improving Appearances

Morris did his general surgery 
residency at Filzsimons Army 
Medical Center from 1970 to 1974. 
In 1976 he traveled to Duke Uni- 
versity Medical Center to complete 
his plastic surgery residency. He 
then became assistant professor of 
plastic surgery at the Medical Col- 
lege of Georgia in Augusta. 

Morris decided in 1981 he needed 
a change of scenery, so he migrated 
to Virginia Beach because he was 
attracted to the beach and the water. 
Il was then thai he decided to^open 



his own private practice 

"I thought it would be a neat 
place to live," he said. 

Morris and his wife Kathyrn live 
on a private estate, Godfrey Farm, 
on the water off Great Neck Road. 
They have a son, 27, and a 21 -year- 
old daughter. 

Morris, who performs 75 percent 
of his operations in his office, said 
about 40 percent are reconstructive 
surgery arid 60 percent arc cosmetic. 
The most common type of surgery 
Morris docs is breast augmentation, 
which included enlargement, rcduc- 
lion and reconstruction. The second 
most popular operation is liposuc- 
tion. 

"It's the most uncomplicated type 
of thing wc do," said Morris, who 



along with a friend, were the fourth 
and Hfth people in the country to 
perform die suction procedure. "It's 
really a safe thing." 

Morris said the third most fre- 
quently performed operation is the 
nose job. Eyelid surgery, skin can- 
cer reconstruction and repairing aulo 
accident scars follow closely be- 
hind. 

'The fact that what I do is basi- 
cally happy medicine or positive. 
Some aspects arc a bit depressing. I 
do what patients want me to do," he 
said. "One of the neatest things 
about what I do is that there is al- 
ways a variety." 

When he's not improving some- 
one's appearance, Morris has been 
spending a lot of lime constructing 
a Japanese garden in his front yard. 
He also finds great pleasure in fish 
ing, golfing, and of course, his art 
work.

City Deferred Conditional Zoning 
Amendment By Vote Of 9 To 1 



By stretching the First Amendment beyond its limits, the 
Supreme Court has ruled that burning an American Flag is 
simply "political expression." Accordingly, a member of the 
Revolutionary Communist Youth Brigade was within his rights 
when he publicly burned a stolen American Flag. 

On July 20, 1969, Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldnn 
inspired the nation with love of country when they planted the 
American Flag on the moon. It was only a three by five foot 
flag on an eight foot staff, braced by spring wire to keep it 
extended on the windless surface, but eyeryone who watched 
the event on television was thriyed by this "political 
expression." .

Children And Guns 
Don't Mix 



Virginia Beach and the state of Virginia need a bigger stick to 
swing at parents who leave their children in a house with a gun. 

Two terrible examples last week point to theTact that Hamp- 
ton Roads citizens need to fight for stiffer penalties for parents 
who can't or won't train their children about the responsibilities 
of having a handgun in the house, or fail to learn these rules 
themselves. 

Fortunately, 13-year-old Paris Caldwell of South Norfolk 
was not killed when a .45 caliber bullet grazed the left side of 
her head. After being treated at a hospital, she was released. 
Ten-year-old Roosevelt Harrington of Norfolk was not so 
lucky last week when he took a .22 caliber bullet in the back. 
At the end of last week, he remainecKQ stable condition at 
Children's Hospital of The King's Daughters. 

Although the three youngers who stood behind the triggers in 
each of these cases have been charged with various felonies and 
misdemeanors, one has to wonder what a 12-year-old, a 14- 
year-old and a 16-year-old were doing with guns in their hands 
in the first place. The father of the 12- and 14-year-old youths 
has been charged with misdemeanor child neglect by Norfolk 
police, but the charge may not stick. Why isn't there a charge 
that will stick on parents who can't control their children from 
such lethal activities? 

The Constitution grants us the right to bear arms to protect 
ourselves, but how much protection is required against a 10- 
year-old who may have allegedly stolen a video tape cassette? It 
should be unfathomable to think that guns should enter any 
type of dispute or should be within any non-licensed person's 
reach. Unfortunately, that is not the current situation in Virginia 
Beach nor Tidewater. 

It is up to Virginia Beach residents to take the responsibility 
for protecting themselves and their family members from 
further such tragedies. Those members of the community who 
insist on owning guns should be required to take courses in 
gun safety and responsibility. They should also be prepared to 
submit themselves to extensive background checks and strict 
licensing procedures so that our protective agencies know who 
has what kind of artillery in their homes. — 

Our governing bodies should also feel the voters' wrath long 
after Caldwell's and Harrington's wounds have healed and un- 
til Virginia Beach and Virginia do have laws which not only 
punish the children behind the triggers but the parents who al- 
lowed them to take that position in the first place. There is ab- 
solutely no excuse for children to shoot other children. -

Editor: 

Injustice never seems as unjust as when it hits home. A couple of recent 
visits to the Virginia Beach city council meetings have left us in a daze. 
We have been opposing a clay pigeon shooting range that recently lias- 
been approved by the city council with a 5-4 vote. We presented council 
with a petition of over 100 signatures of residents that live within two 
miles of the range. Previous shooting events were held by special permit 
so we all knew what it would be like if they were permitted to go into 
business. This will make the third shooting range within two miles of our 
home. So much for our peaceful country home and that of our relatives and 
neighbors who span four generations. 

At the planning commission hearing we obtained a near unanimous de- 
cision against recommendation, however, five members of city council 
must have thought the planners were mistaken. We voiced opposition at 
the first council meeting with a fairly lengthy list of reasons against ap- 
proval and at me second meeting we retained the services of a lawyer to 
help plead our case feeling that we might need to meet the applicant on his 
own turf as he had enlisted the services and clout of State Senator Sonny 
S tailings. 

At the second and final meeting of council, we sat patiently yet anx- 
iously awaiting our turn on die agenda. Just prior to our hearing was a 
very similar situation in that some residents in a neighborhood near 23rd 
Street at the beach were opposing a rezoning of their property that would 
permit a lawyer to open an office in a home he purchased. When the coun- 
cil voted 8-3 against the lawyer we fell they were headed in our direction. 
Wrong! Without any substantial arguments in favor of this range, Will 
Sessoms, as we expected, due to his robotic performance in the first meet- 
ing on mis issue, made die motion for approval seconded by John Perry. 
Even a rousing voice of opposition from Reba McClanan, Nancy Parker, 
and Mayor Meyera Obcrndorf on our behalf did not dissuade any of the five 
council members who seem to have their minds made up (Sessoms, Balko, 
Heischober, Fentress and Perry). 

The whole affair was only aggravated when our rural representatives, 
John Baum and Barbara Henley felt they had to abstain due to die fact that 
they both sold grain to Frank T. Williams, the owner of the property, as 
does most every other farmer in Virginia Beach. 

Our only conclusion in this matter can be one of two ideas. Either spe- 
cial interests were so strong that anything we might have said wouldn't 
have mattered, or people living in the southern half of Virginia Beach are 
not seen as having the same rights as people in Virginia Beach proper.

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Virginia Beach will not be taking 
advantage of new conditional zon- 
ing legislation until at least the 
first of die year. 

City council by a vote of 9-1 de- 
ferred a conditional zoning amend- 
ment which would haveqpermitted 
the city to accept proffers from the 
developer more in cash or/and land 
in exchange for rezoning than is 
presently allowed. 

The ordinance will be considered 
when the new updated Comprehen- 
sive Plan is adopted and the city's 
Capital Improvement Program 
(CIP) meets standards required by 
•the enabling legislation approved 
by the 1989 General Assembly. 

The intent of die legislation is to 
have development pay for a larger 
part of its impact on localities. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that the Comprehensive 
Plan rhould be completed by the 
end of the year and the CIP would 
be presented to council on Sept 1 1. 

The legislation, which became 
effective on July 1, provides for ju- 
risdictions growing at a rate of 10 
percent or more between decennial 
census years and others to adopt a 
less restrictive form of conditional 
zoning, than was previously avail- 
able. The legislation eliminates the 
prohibition on cash contributions, 
dedications of real or personal 
property and payments for 
construction of off-site improve- 
ments. 

However, the conditions must be 
in conformity with the 
Comprehensive Plan, the rezoning 
must give rise to the need for the 
conditions must reasonably relate to 
the rezoning. 

The locality must include in its 
capital improvements program the 
facility for which the proffer is 
made. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said the city's present plan and zon- 
ing ordinance are not set up to use 
the new authority well. 

William Halloran, representing 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, Virginia Beach, said 
mat the Chamber supported the or- 
dinance but requested a deferral until 

lhe.,€omprehenstve Plan 'was com- 
pleted. He also requested that the 
Chamber be permitted to participate 
in the planning process. 
Councilwoman Reba McClanan 



took him to task, pointing out that 
the Chamber followed the same line 
as the builders association in op- 
posing the legislation in Rich- 
mond. "Why do you oppose condi- 
tional zoning?" she asked. 

Halloran, who said that condi- 
tional zoning was the most impor- 
tant item, next to the Chesapeake 
Bay Act, faced by the General As- 
sembly this year, said the legisla- 
tion is a "strong legislative ham- 
mcr. 

McClanan said that she saw no 
difference between the builders' 
stand in conditional zoning and 
"you'all." „ 

Halloran said that die Chamber 
and builders have mutual interests, 
but that it was a mistake to think 
that all decisions made by the 
Chamber were like the builders'. 

When Councilman John D. 
Moss asked whether the Chamber 
had some plan, Halloran said that 
the Chamber has a legislative 
committee but that it has been 
concentrating on the southern part 
of the city. 

McClanan said that she sees part 
of the advantage of conditional 
zoning is to encourage the devel- 
oper to go where the facilities are. 

Scott cautioned that the legisla- 
tion available to the city is unlike 
die legislation available to Northern 
Virginia and die Eastern shore in 
that it requires proffers be directly 
related to die development. 

McClanan added that it isn't fair 
to charge developers for impacts 
they are not responsible for. 

Scott said thai he liked the sys- 
tem used on Loudon County where 
the cash received by developers is 
placed into a fund assuring that the 
money be used in connection with 
die specific development. 

Scott said that when the updated 
CIP and the new Comprehensive 
plan are adopted the city will meet 
the requirements of the legislation. 

Mayor Meyera Obcrndorf sug- 
gested that if the Chamber were to 
participate in the development of 
the Comprehensive Plan, other 
civic groups that want to be in- 
volved also should be permitted to 
participate. 

In the 9-1 vote, McClanan dis- 
sented. Councilman John A. Baum 
was absent. 



City Has Certificate Of Occupancy 



The city of Virginia Beach fi- 
nally has a certificate of occupancy 
ordinance. 

After a year of trial and error and 
opposition from the public and 
business organizations alike, coun- 
cil has come up with an ordinance 
palatiblc to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Tidewater Board of 
Realtors, the Great Neck Associa- 
tion of Civic Leagues and nine of 
the ten Council members present at 
the July 3 council meeting. 

No opposition was present and 
only Councilwoman Barbara Hen- 
Icy voted against adoption of the 
ordinance and the appropriation of 
$82,176 the program will cost. 
Councilman John A. Baum was 
absent. 

The ordinance is designed to pre- 
vent neighborhood blight and to 
protect property values in the 
community. The ordinance requires 
inspections of rental properties in 
special emphasis areas (SEAs) 
which will be designated by the city 
manager before a vacated rental 
dwelling can be reoccupied. The 



CO. will be valid for one year or 
until the property is vacated. No 
fees will be charged for inspections 
except for a $25 penalty fee im- 
posed when violations still remain 
at die dme of reinspection. 

Also approved was a certificate of 
exemption intended to reduce the 
number of inspections that have to 
be conducted in regularly-main- 
tained and professionally-managed 
multiple-family dwellings. Devel- 
opments of 20 units or more may 
obtain a certificate of exemption, 
valid for two years, which will al- 
low the city to inspect not less than 
50 percent of the vacant dwelling 
units with a minimum of one and a 
maximum of ten. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she agreed with the intent 
of the ordinance but wanted a 
reevaluation in a year. 

City Manger Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. suggested that rather than place a 
time limit on the ordinance he 
would present council with a de- 
tailed account on how the ordinance 
is working out. 



Council Approves Second Mini-Bond 



The litde investor in Virginia 
Beach once again will get a chance 
buy into a part of the city's future. 

City council has approved a sec- 
ond minibond sale of $2 million in 
conjunction with its general 
obligation bond sale in the fall. 

The city had its first minibond 
sale in April of 1988, also for $2 
million. 

Richard N. Dunford, fi- 
nance/administration, said that the 
program generated public interest 
and support, received excellent, 
positive news coverage, increased 
public awareness of the city's capi- 
tal needs, provided an opportunity 
for the small investor to participate 
in the lax exempt market and in 
general, generated good will. 

However, Dunford said, the pro- 



gram simply pegs the interest rates 
to the financial market and attempts 
to break even on costs compared to 
what the experts could do. 

Councilman Harold Heiscohober 
said that the public should under- 
stand that there is no buyback of 
the bonds by die city. 

Vice Mayor Robert V. Fentress 
added that the people who buy the 
bonds may not understand they have 
no options, that die investor is 
locked in for die three to five year 
period of the bonds. 

The bonds will be sold in $500 
denominations. 

Suburban Grading & Utilities, 
Inc., has been awarded the contract 
for the Broad Bay Colony Sewer 
and Water project for $1,472,420 
the low bid of eight.

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DAR.E. Program Strives To Reduce Drug Problem

One of the more promising efforts our city is making towards reducing, 
the drug problem is D.A.R.E. 

Virginia Beach began the Drug Abuse Resistance Education Program in 
the 1987-88 school year. At that time, the sixth graders from nine city 
schools received sixteen weeks of personalized instruction from a uni- 
formed police officer. This instruction focused on: 

• Providing accurate information about alcohol and drugs; 

• teaching decision making skills; 

• finding alternatives to drug use; and 

• enhancing self-esteem. 

This program was so well received by students, teachers and administra- 
tors that it was decided every sixth grader in the city's public schools 
should have the education. The police department developed a staff of eight 
officers and a Sergeant to accomplish this mission. 

These officers teach full-time in the schools, as well as meeting with 
P.T.A. groups and other community organizations. The premise of the 
D.A.R.E. Program proposes that only through reduced demand for drugs 
can the supply be significantly diminished. While our police department 
has increased its efforts to arrest drug violators, they are now working 
earnestly to cut off the valuable market of buyers.

I believe this must be a community effort. The drug problem is not as 
pervasive in our city as in cities of similar size populations, however, our 
position cannot be one of rest after hard work. Our police department, our 
city schools and our community must work together to abolish this prof- 
itable drug trade and D.A.R.E. has shown itself to be a front-line force in 
our battle.

There are many issues which face education today that often raise the ire 
of some, call others to action and spark alarm in othere. No single issue 
has been as personally baffling and frustrating to me as the issue of main- 
streaming. Mainstreaming, from its application was intended to assure 
handicapped children that they would be placed in "regular" education as 
often as possible order to meet their exceptional needs. We attempt to 
mainstream children in as equitable a fashion as possible while, at the 
same time, taking care to find the best match of teacher and child to assure 
success. For the past several years however, several situations have stuck 
in my mind which have caused many who deal with special children to 
pause and re-evaluate the concept of mainstreaming. 

As a school psychologist, I have the opportunity to work in several 
schools. This year, I had the opportunity to share lunch lime with several 
art and music teachers in several buildings. It seemed, at first, to be rather 
coincidental that these teachers were concerned that special education chil- 
dren were being mainstreamed into their classes along with regular educa- 
tion children. They were all quite clear in insisting that the issue was not

that these children should not be in their classrooms. Rather, it was a great 
concern they had about their ability to effectively deal with these children. 

These children were placed into these classes in addition to another 
classroom of children. The extra numbers prevented the teachers from 
properly individualizing for the special student The art teachers were con- 
cerned about presenting an age appropriate lesson to students who, because 
of their handicapped conditions, were unable to cognitively understand the 
concepts which were being presented or who were physically unable to ex- 
ert the fine manual dexterity necessary to adequately use the materials. That 
situation become critical when they must work with tools which may un- 
intentionally harm someone. Everyone who was concerned about the Chil- 
dren who, because of their behavior difficulties, were unable to attend to

The debate continues over the Supreme Court decision that burning an 
American Flag was simply a form of "political expression," protected by 
the First Amendment. This holding has engendered much confusion. 

As things stand now, it is legal to burn a flag but not a draft card. The 
government can force a citizen to defend ihc flag against foreign enemies, 
but not against desecration by its own citizens. Perhaps We the People 
should respond to the high court's message and commit our own non-ver- 
bal act v 

This could be accomplished in dramatic fashion by flying "Old Glory" 
upside down, a traditional signal of distress, to express our dissent. If done 
by sufficient numbers, this would serve notice upon the five justices that 
the majority of the American people disagree with them. 

This act would have to take place in unison nationwide. To accomplish 
this, I exhort individuals and organizations to marshal their forces and pass 
the word. Such a resounding "non-verbal" demonstration would be heard. 

The appropriate date for this "political expression" would be July 20, as 
it was on that dale in 1969 lhat Neil Armstrong and Edwin Aldrin inspired 
the nation with love of country when they planted the American Flag on 
the moon. 

It was only a three by five foot flag on an eight foot staff, braced by

spring wire to keep it extended on the windless surface, but all who 
watched on television were thrilled by this expression of patriotism. 

That glorious day, we were proud to see our national symbol honored in 
the heavens. But today most Americans are revolted when they watch this 
same standard being reduced to/Slici>alkcd on, and otherwise desecrated 
here on earth under the curiouf guise of free speech. 

On the twentieth anniversaW the flag raising on the moon, we the 
people can show our revulsion wi^the flag burning decision by flying the 
flag of distress. Such a flag is used in instances of danger to life or prop- 

Cn Supreme Court Justice Blackmun once wrote, "The flag is a national 
property and the Nation may regulate those who would make, imitate, sell, 
possess or use it . . . There would seem to be little question about the 
power of Congress to forbid mutilation of the Lincoln Memorial ... 1 he 
flag is itself a monument, subject to similar protection."

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Council Lilts Restrictions On Moore's Golf Courses 



After three-and-a-half hours of 
discussion during which more than 
20 citizens voices their opinions, 
city council by a vote of 6-5 lifted 
restrictions on two golf courses 
owned y developer R.G. Moore. 

The restrictions had provided lhat 
the courses, in the Cypress Point 
and Glcnwood subdivisions, nol be 
made available to the general public 
and nol be sold or conveyed to an- 
other owner without the council's 
approval. 

The R.G. Moore Corporation had 
requested that restrictions be re- 
moved because, said attorney R.J. 
Nutter, residents of the subdivision 
alone would nol support the courses 
and because the limitations on the 
owner's ability to uansfcr owner- 
ship of the property limited its 
ability to refinance the property. 



Residents ot the two subdivi- 
sions opposed the changes because 
they had purchased their home with 
the understanding that the restrictive 
covenants would protect their prop- 
erty. The wanted the courses to be 
private because they were open 
space amenities for which the de- 
veloper had received higher density 
concession in return. They also 
wanted council approval of any 
uansfcr of the courses for further 
protection. 

Although the restrictions have 
been in place, the courses have ac- 
tually be been open to the public. 
Nutter said that 85 percent of the 
golfers at Cypress Point arc non 
residents and lhat 60 percent of the 
golfers at Glcnwood's Honey Bee 
Course arc non residents. 

Nuiicr said lhat golfers were 



concerned about removing the 
courses from public play because of 
the small number of golf courses in 
the city. 

The council chambers were filled 
with citizens supporting both sides 
of the issue with residents of the 
two subdivisions in opposition 
outnumbering the supporters who 
included a number of golfers who 
do not live in the subdivisions. 

Nutter also said that the use of 
the courses by Old Dominion Uni- 
versity and Norfolk Academy and 

civic organizalions would be in 
jeopardy if the courses were limited 
to private use. 

It would take four or five years 
for complete build-out of the 
subdivisions before the residents 
would be in a position to purchase 



the courses. Nutter said. 

Council members were concerned 
that residents would be deprived of 
the open space with the courses 
open to the general public. 

What other recreation is available 
in the subdivisions, asked Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley. She said 
that only 1.9 acres is available for 
recreation at Cypress Point; (11 
acres is available at Glenwood). If 
the developer had not been given 
concessions for the golf course, she 
said, he would have had to give 21 
acres or more at each subdivision. 

If the golf course is sold, it can 
mean limiting the recreation area 
available to the residents. What arc 
you doing for recreation?" 

Voting to approve the changes 
were Councilmcn Albert A. Balko, 



John A. Baum, John L. Perry and 
William J. Sessoms Jr., and Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress. Voting 
against the changes were Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf, Councilwomcn 
Rcba McClanan, Henley, Nancy 
parker and Councilman John D. 
Moss. 

McClanan said that the golf 
courses were used by Moore to 
achieve higher densities so lhat the 
city has a vested interested in the 
property. 

She said lhat since the courses 
are rated as open space, she could 
nol see the restrictions removed 
without further concessions. "I 
hope council never grants another 
one of these," she said. 

Moss, saying thai Nutter made 
one finest "ends justify the means 



speeches," noted thai up to two 
weeks ago residents had to gel on a 
waiting list to play golf. 

Clarence Lupton, club operator, 
said thai such restrictions were not 
in place at other courses and that at 
some point the membership will 
probably want to purchase the 
courses. He also said lhat if the city 

opened one course a day, by the 
year 2000 the city would nol have 
enough courses. Glcnwcxxl cost ap- 
proximately S8 million and Cy- 
press Point, $10 million, he said.

Does he no longer look upon the Hag as national prop- 
erty? This indicates the delicate balance of judicial thought. Perhaps we 
need a second opinion. 

Who owns the American Flag? Doesn't it belong to all of us - and thus 
to the government? Could it be said that we the people hold it in trust? 

Consider ownership of property in the case of money, coin of the realm. 
Money is a symbol. It is only a piece of paper, but is backed up by the 
government with (hopefully) something at Fort Knox! One has possession 
and in a sense owns it, but it is stated on a bill that it is a federal reserve 
note. A note is a symbol, evidence of indebtedness. Can one legally muti- 
late or burn a dollar bill? 

Consider the mailbox. Its status is foggy and vague. An individual fays 
money for it, has ownership and possession, but the government exercises 
dominion over its use, which is limited. Postal channels are protected. The 
United States Postal Service prescribes the use of the box and proscribes 
any use for other than postal purposes. For instance, an unauthorized user 
can be administratively charged jjjc postal rate prescribed for the weight of 
unstamped matter. 

Suppose your mailbox were vandalized by burning. The perpetrator 
would be subject to criminal prosecution for destruction of "private prop- 
erty." In addition, he would be subject to a civil action for recovery of the 
value of the property destroyed. 

Consider the situation of a renter of anything. He has qualified posses- 
sion, but not ownership. Under terms of the lease, he could use property, 
but not abuse it with impunity, as it is not his. If the lease is within the 
parameters of the law, the renter is accountable for taking care of it. 

Consider your I.D. Card if you are active duty or retired military. It isn't 
yours! On the reverse side of your card is the statement, "Property of the 
United States Government . . ." 

Other than a Constitutional Amendment, perhaps Congress could create 
a special status for the Flag. Its specifications are already a matter of law. 
Thus, the Government has an "interest" in it. The metes and bounds of this 
interest could be clarified. Possibly a licensing act for this national prop- 
erty is another option, for the flag is not ordinary property, but extraordi- 
nary property entrusted to our care. 

If Congress could work-out a system whereby the flag is established as 
government property, held in trust by "We the People," no one could dc^ 
stray it with impunity, and it would remain unique in principle and in law.

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the information being presented and because of the novelty of a different 
environment were compelled to act out making instruction difficult to pre- 
sent for the teacher and difficult to absorb for the students. 

Last month at a conference held prior to the National Education 
Association's annual convention, the National Education Associa- 
tion/Caucus for Educators of Exceptional Children (NEA/CEEC) issued 
several position papers concerning the issue of mainstrcaming. The caucus 
clearly indicated the need for class size compensations with the time re- 
quired for appropriate education being considered individually according to 
need and not program availability. Another position paper which dealt with 
music teachers and their concerns, indicated that "The preactive of main- 
streaming LD and other special education classes, as a unit, with no regard 
to The learning abilities Of the individual student is an unsound practice." 

One proposal which haS 'Been dlscussed'and is reportedly used in several 
districts nationally, involved the weighting of children for mainstrcaming 
according to a particular formula. For example, in a classroom which 
would normally include 30 students, a learning disabled student would 
count as 1 1/2 students, an intellectually limited child would count as two 
students and an emotionally handicapped student would count perhaps as 
three students. Such weighting has been tried with various degrees of suc- 
cess. Success would obviously depend on the ability of parents, teachers, 
special educators, administrators and specialists to coordinate their efforts 
to plan and implement an individualized program for each student. 

The issue of the concept of a "least restrictive environment" is an inter- 
esting one. When children are placed in special programs, the teachers arc 
required to indicate, in writing, justification for the placement being con- 
sidered. In that justification statement, they must indicate why that envi- 
ronment constitutes the least restrictive environment for that child. Often, 
because of mandated program designations, we feel that we are trying to fit 
"square pegs into round holes." Several issues must be taken into 
consideration including the assurance that each child continues to receive 
quality services and is mainstreamed to the extent that that child's needs arc 
consistent with the needs of the other children with whom that child will 
be educated. In this city, at least in the buildings in which I work, we 
strive to find innovative approaches to meet the needs of all our children. 

We must not forget the child who does not require any specials services. 
It is this child who may lose quality instructional time when the teacher is 
required to spend extra time individualizing for the child with special needs. 
Time taken away for these children to individualize for another student or 
provide behavior management is valuable time lost. We in education, find 
ourselves advocating for every child from age two through 22, a diverse 
group of individuals with a variety of needs. We must applaud the teacher 
and specialist who recognizes these needs and strives to effectively and eq- 
uitably meet the needs of each child who becomes a part of their education 
community.

The bins at the schools are usu- 
ally emptied once a month. Once 
the bin is full the individual school 
calls the contractor in charge of 
placing the bins and they weigh the 
paper and pay the fee lo the munic- 
ipal center. The contractor then 
takes the responsibility of recycling 
the newspapers. 

Kyle said the bins are open to the

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Armada Amberjack Invades Virginia's Waters

The waters off the Virginia Beach 
coast arc teeming with huge 
amberjack, which has anglers 
anticipating another splendid sum- 
mer of fishing for these battlers. 
The waters near most coastal struc- 
tures, such as wrecks, towers and 
buoys, have harbored good popula- 
tions of fish since the second week 
of June. 

Amberjack are the largest mem- 
bers of the jack family, and Vir- 
ginia's fish arc no exception. Vir- 
ginia's fish average 35 to 60 
pounds, and many larger fish are 
caught every year. The stale record, 
caught in 1986 by Mark J. Roberts, 
weighed a whopping 118 pounds. 

Most anglers agree that last year 
produced the best amberjack fishing 
off Virginia in modern limes, but 
the records of the Virginia Saltwater 
Fishing Tournament indicate 1989 
is off to an even faster start. Last 
year a total of 548 Citations were 
awarded for outstanding amberjack 
catches (454 "Release" Citations 
and 94 Citations for fish weighing 
50 pounds or more), which was 
more than twice as many as had 
been issued in any other year during 
the tournaments' 32 year history. 
The big jacks also accounted for 
almost 25 percent of all Citations 
had been earned; through July 5 of 
this season anglers have earned 79 
Citations! 

Fishermen are probably less in- 
terested in why the catches of am- 
berjack have increased than in en- 
suring there will be plenty of fish 
to catch in the future. However, the 
increased catches of the past couple 
of seasons probably resulted from 
greatly increased numbers of these 
southern denizens visiting the Vir- 
ginia coast during the summer, in- 
creased angler interest, and better 
knowledge and experience by local 
fishermen in the habits of amber- 
jack and the techniques to catch 
them. 

Several methods of fishing will 
produce big fish with consistency, 
but most involve the use of live 
bait. Big bailfish seem to attract the 
most attention, so large members 



of the spot, croaker, mullet and 
menhaden families are preferred. 
Most anglers fish from a drifting or 
anchored boat, but a few have had 
good results slow trolling their 
baits. 

Drifting is the most popular way 
of fishing and is effective under 
most conditions. When fishing a 
structure which is only partially 
submerged ( a tower or buoy), the 
boat should be positioned close to 
the structure on the downtide side 
so it will drift away from it or 
along a side of the structure where 
the tide and wind will carry the boat 
parallel to, and then away from, it. 
The engine fo the .boat should be 
kept tunning, which will not scare 
the jacks. In fact, amberjack arc 
very, curious fish and seem to be 
attracted to the noise of an engine, 
leading some anglers to believe 
revving the engine brings fish 
closer to their boats. The bails 
should be allowed, or enticed with 
sinkers, to swim down rather than 
staying on the surface. Jacks may 
be found almost anywhere near the 
structure from right near the surface 
to close to the bottom, and they 
tend to be very active and mobile - 
moving and changing their location 
constantly. When a fish is hooked, 
the engine should be put into gear 
and moved slowly away from the 
structure, hopefully to a distance 
which makes it difficult for the jack 
to cut the line in the structure. 

Drifting over a completely sub- 
merged structure, such as a wreck, 
calls for similar tactics. The boat 
should be positioned on the uptidc 
side and allowed to drift over it. 
Baits should be deployed before go- 
ing over the structure and should be 
fished at several different depths. 

Most anglers fishing live bait 
from an anchored boat position 
their craft on the uptide side of the 
structure, so the baits can be floated 
back toward it. However, good 
numbers of fish are taken from 
boats anchored directly over sub- 
merged structures (wrecks), as well. 
Again, the baits should be fished at 
a variety of depths, from just over 
the wreck to near (he surface.

Slow trolling with live bait has 
been used effectively by a few an- 
glers, and it enables fishermen to 
work around and over an entire 
structure or area regardless of the 
ocean currents or winds. The big 
disadvantage to this method is the 
necessity of using lighter terminal 
tackle and rigs to enable the baits to 
swim naturally while being pulled 
through the water, resulting in 
more lost fish. 

Amberjack will readily hit artifi- 
cial lures on occasion. Trolling big 
spoons, which resemble baitfish, 
will produce some fish, and "speed" 
jigging with diamond jigs or large 
white bucktails can be effective. 
"Speed" jigging involves lowering 
the jig or bucktail to the bottom 
and then pumping the rod and reel- 
ing the lure back to the surface as 
fast as possible. Finally, when the 
big jacks are on the surface, they 
occasionally will strike large sur- 
face plugs. 

The strike of an amberjack is vi- 
cious, and they are among the 
strongest fish in the ocean. When 
"speed" jigging it is important to 
have a good grip on the rod, be- 
cause the strike of a jack literally 
can pull the rod from an anger's 
hands. 

Unfortunately, these battlers draw 
mixed review as tablefare, although 
more people are becoming aware of 
the flavor of their flesh every year, 
resulting in anglers seeking them 
primarily for their sporting quali- 
ties. The Virginia Saltwater Fish- 
ing Tournament recognized this last 
season by instituting a "Release" 
Citation for amberjack measuring 
44 inches in length, or longer. Last 
year, 83 percent of all Citations 
earned in Virginia for amberjack 
went to anglers releasing their fish. 
So far this year, 96 percent of the 
Citation entries for amberjack have 
been for released fish. Once again 
this season, anglers seeking a cov- 
eted Citation plaque from Virginia 
would be well advised to consider 
doing battle with a big jack; there 
are good numbers of fish off the 
coast.

it was that way all the way from 36th Street to the loop. And it stayed that 
way the entire holiday weekend. We had gridlock from one end of the 
beachfront to the other. 

Wc have that sort of a situation practically every weekend, all summer 
long. It's that it doesn't cover that expanse and normally we're not con- 
fronted with it. Wc usually just get a respite from it from say 3 or 4 in the 
morning until around noon the following day. Whereas during this 
particular weekend, that did not hold true. 

Normallv, wc anticipate that the crowd would start to diminish on Labor 
Day (Monday) at somewhere between 3 and 4 in the afternoon. However,' 
that did not turn out to be true. One of the reasons was that the hotel and 
motel association was requiring a three-day slay, which meant that if you 
arrived Saturday, you stayed Saturday, Sunday, Monday and you checked 
out Tuesday morning. Consequently, we had way more people here than 
what wc had anticipated on that Monday, and they stayed much later in the 
day.

Trouble 

Janice Jauchler, housewife, Ked Wing resident: 

As long as they have the same activities going on, you'll have 
have the same problems. You're going to havetit, even if you 
have good crowd control. 

What was distinctive abo* last Labor Day weekend that 
may have led you to believe that all was not well on the 
Virginia Beach oceanfront? 

« wasdiffcrcnt on each day of that weekend. The crowd, starting on Fri- 
day, Saturday, and Sunday, for the most part were willing to do what you 
requested them to do. It's just that they weren't willing to do it in the 
amount of time that you would like them to do it in. They wanted to take 
their own what they thought was enough lime to do whatever it was you 
were asking them to do. And any little incident drew a very large crowd, no 
matter how insignificant it was. 

Friday night was the lightest crowd we'd had the entire weekend, and 
Saturday continued to build, Sunday continued to build, and it peaked 
Monday afternoon about 5 o'clock. We knew the bulk of the crowd on 
Monday was going to be at the south end of the beach, simply because that 
was where some of the activities had been scheduled on the beach between 
around 8th to 10th street. 

Some people have suggested that for a few hours that 
Monday night in question, the police department didn't have 
complete control of the oceanfront, and that tickets weren't 
being issued as they should. 

1 don't believe that is an accurate assessment of what occurred. The offi- 
cers were instructed to use a little discretion in making misdemeanor ar- 
rests. Now, I personally was involved in two situations that occurred dur- 
ing the afternoon hours, both of which resulted in minor traffic violations 
which nearly escalated into large scale disturbances. 

We were very fortunate to have gotten the officer out, including myself 
and the person that was arrested. And I just fell that the officers should un- 
derstand that we're not telling them not to make arrests, we were telling 
them to weigh all the circumstances before they committed themselves, to 



make sure they could get themselves as well as their defendant out of that 
area safely. That's all. Now some of them interpreted that to mean we 
didn't want them to make any arrests. They were never told not to make 
arrests. 

I don't happen to believe that at any time during the weekend that the 
police department didn't have control. Now, there were any number of 
times, in any number of places up and down the oceanfront that particular 
weekend, where you could have drawn a crowd of 300 to 400 and had two 
or three officers in that crowd, and I myself felt a certain amount of 
trepidation. It certainly makes you think about all the things you're going 
to do before you do them, weighing all the circumstances that arc at hand. 

What type of "misdemeanor arrests" are you talking 
about? 

Wc had an awful lot of trouble with rental mopeds. It would be very 
easy to cite a traffic violation on any one of those mopeds, the way they 
were being operated. That was what nearly precipitated the one incident. I 
didn't feel that some of those type violations would merit jeopardizing, an 
entire operation just to issue somebody a citation. 

And what everybody fails to realize is that the majority of the offenses 
that everybody got so upset over the Labor Day weekend were summons- 
able offences. They were not arrestable offenses. In other words, they were 
not felonies. Drinking in public, minor possession of alcoholic beverages, 
urinating in public. If you urinated in public for the fifth time mat week- 
end and it was on a separate day, before separate officers, you would still be 
eligible for a summons. 

A lot of people were upset about the fact that nothing was done, or they 
felt nothing was done. It's a question of what legally can be done. A defen- 
dant is still eligible for a summons as long as the circumstances merit it. 
And that will hold true for everybody, on any given day, here at the ocean- 
front during the summer. 

We've had a couple of ordinances passed this summer, such as the pos- 
session of an open container of alcoholic beverages. We have been very 
observant of that ever since the summer began and we've been more obser- 
vant of all the ABC-type violations. Plus, we have 40-some percent more 
officers right on the oceanfront (than last year). 

Did last year's Labor Day activities make you nervous 
abouj oceanfront law enforcement? 

No, not nervous, but to appreciate the fact that we had nowhere near 
enough people here to handle the size of the crowd nor the auitude of the 
crowd. 

Could you describe the tense situation in which you were 
involved, to which you earlier alluded. 

I happened to be at the comer of 23rd and Atlantic Avenue with a 
sergeant at 4:30 in the afternoon when one of our day bikes was chasing 
one of those rental mopeds. It happened to be a black gentleman on the 
moped. He wrecked on the curb at the corner of 23rd and Atlantic. Our 
motorcycle unit couldn't stop in time and ran into the moped and there was 
a scuffle with the gentleman in trying to ascertain who he was and all and 
it drew to about a crowd of 300 or 400, with myself, the sergeant and the 
officer involved, right smack in the middle of it. And I got pushed, spit on 
and had a number other things happen during that period of time. 

It wasn't the case of having the forethought to say "well, what are we 
going to do if this happens." We were already involved in the situation. 
Fortunately a car came along and we were able to get the guy in a car and 
things quieted down. But that happened several other times during the 
weekend, where traffic violations were what triggered - and in a crowd of 
that nature. 

// you have to arrest dozens or hundreds of people this 
Labor Day, where will you put them? 

I've selected a site that's not too far away. I think it would accommodate 
all the arrests that we'd care to make that weekend. 

As you know, there have been rumors of "Skinheads" and 
the KKK planning to demonstrate this Labor Day. Is that 
true? 

Well, we have a population of skinheads here at the beach. I think they 
made some statements that they plan some sort of acUvity over Labor Day. 
I would say that any of these special interest groups that come here with 
the idea of causing us any kind of problem or exacerbating the problem 
we're already dealing with, I will do my best to separate them from the 
problem as best I can. 

Would you be surprised if trouble broke out this Labor 
Day? 

No, 1 wouldn't be surprised. Unless there's an awful more Skinheads 
than I've seen at the beach, I think it would be short confrontation. 
Is there an active KKK population at the beach? 
Not that I know of. I'vcnot seen any active one or one that's in evi- 
dence. 

This situation cannot be paralleled in many ways. What 
should the community discern from this unfolding story? 

Well, it certainly makes you think about your community, but also part 
of this community and part of the economy that this cky thrives on is the 
tourism aspect of Otis and the majority of these people occupy hotel 
rooms, and certainly contributed in some way to the economy of that 
weekend. 

There are always problems that go along with a crowd, now matter what 
kind of crowd you have. Even if they're going to a football game you have 
crowd conuol problems, you have vehicle problems and you have just 
traffic problems in general. And it presents you with a whole myriad of 



different problems that you have to solve. And like 1 say, if people come 
here with the attitude that this is the weekend before they all go back to 
school and they come here with the idea to have a good time and not to get 
in any trouble, I don't think we'll have any trouble. 




Trouble 

Bruce Forester, oceanfront firefighter, Windsor 
Oaks resident: It's gonna be worse - maybe three or four 
times as many people, and now they have nothing to do. Last 
year there were a lot of drugs; guys ripping girls' tops off. 
Some families aren't coming back. The huge crowd last year 
even threatened us. The beach was totally out of control. On 
Saturday and Sunday the police department didn't have control 
of the beach. There is some mention this year of Skinheads and 
the KKK having a small rally.

Elaine Kenny, oceanfront library information 
specialist, Great Neck: I don't think (there will be trouble 
this Labor Day). People are better prepared for it. The organi- 
zations know how far they can go.

Victims Of Compulsive Gambling Share Their Stories; Help Is Now Available For Gambling 
Addicts In Virginia Beach ) _ / , ■ . .

The Virginia Beach this week presents a special 12-page 
section devoted to the health and lifestyles of senior citizens. 



It's a disease, just like alco- 
holism and drug addiction and it's 
just as destructive. It's called com- 
pulsive gambling and its results 
range from job loss to divorce to 
debts. 

"I'm going for broke now," said 
Rachel C, a widow of a compul- 
sive gambler. "Thank God there 
were no debts because his credit was 
so bad." 

Rachel is just one of many 
women who have to deal with a 
gambling spouse. Her husband, 
who passed away 10 years ago, was 
a gambler when they married. She 
didn't become aware of his problem 
until four years into their marriage. 

"I found out through a shortage 
of funds. There was" not enough 
money to make ends meet," she 
said. 

Harvey M, a New York native 
who began gambling aC age 15, 
also caused his family to fall apart.

After drifting from job to job, bor- 
rowing money to support his habit 
and going through a divorce, he 
owed $19,000 in gamblingfdebts. 

"I was ready to commit suicide. I 
was ready to jump off the Brooklyn 
Bridge," he said. "Everything in my 
life stopped. It gets progressively 
worse, not better. All you want to 
do is gamble." 

Rachel, who also hails from New 
York, blames her husband's gam- 
bling on family problems that still 
exist to this day. As the mother of 
four children, she described their 
family life as "up and down." Al- 
though there was constant confu- 
sion in the house, Rachel never ne- 
Jlected to provide her children with 
'hatevcr they needed. 

Because there was not a steady 
income, Rachel went to work to 
help put three of her children 



through college and pay for numer- 
ous dance, piano and ice skating 
lessons. But that wasn't enough. 
Her children, now grown with 
families of their own, still expect 
more from their mother. She is in 
the process of taking one of her 
daughters to court to get back some 
money that was borrowed from her. 

"I need the money to fix the 
house so I can sell it. If I didn't 
have a house I wouldn't have a 
thing," said Rachel, who is em- 
ployed but not on a steady basis. 

It took Harvey, who is now 
semi-retired but employed part 
time, eight years to pay back his 
gambling debts. 

Because Rachel's husband would 
never admit he was a compulsive 
gambler, he didn't seek help. He 
blew thousands of dollars on horse 
betting, cards and sports. Once he 



won, he would go back to win 
more and end up losing the whole 
lot. 

"You need the money and where 
you get it doesn't matter," said 
Harvey, who even stole money to 
support his habit 

"The man could not see that it 
would possibly upset me," Rachel 
said. 

Then Rachel finally wised up and 
left her husband for one year, but 
"he only got worse." She ended up 
going back to him because his 
support checks were bouncing and 
because she loved him so much that 
she didn't want to see him go down 
hill. 

During her separation, Rachel 
decided to seek help on her own; 
she joined Gan-Anon, a group for 
spouses and children of compulsive 
gamblers. She even persuaded her 
husband to attend one meeting, but 
he felt the group didn't apply to 
him. 

"I learned to keep a separate

Hurricane History And Their Fringe Effects

Our 1989 hurricane season began on June 1. Who can remember when 
the last hurricane actually struck the Tidewater area? The majority of per- 
sons living here today were not here when that occurred. 

That hurricane was Donna in 1960 and was considered a relatively mild 
storm. It is probably remembered mostly because it was the last hurricane 
to actually pass directly over the Tidewater area. Since Donna, other 
hurricanes have passed by our coastline or through the area in their post- 
hurricane stages. . 

Hurricane Cleo in 1964 produced record rainfalls for this area as it passed 
by in its port-hurricane stages. In 1969 and 1972 hurricanes Camillc and 
Agnes also passed by in their post-hurricane stages but producing record 
rainfalls inland causing severe flash flooding, landslides and a number of 
deaths. 
-J The two most recent storms of significance are hurricanes Gloria in 
1985 and Charley in 1986.' When Charley passed over our city it was in 
it's post-hurricane stages producing only gusty non-hurricane force winds 
and a significant amount of rainfall. Gloria, in 1985 was a full fledged ma- 
jor hurricane which had a storm surge forecast at 14 feet and was carrying 
winds of 135 mph. 



Just as the city's plans, procedures and evacuation recom- 
mendations are based on a worse case possiblity for each 
hurricane, so too should be your response.

Hurricanes are categorized from one to five and are not considered major 
until they reach a category three. Gloria was a category three which had 
tremendous destructive potential but remained approximately 50 miles east 
of our coastline moving in a northward direction. It was a compact storm 
and as such produced only "fringe effects" to the Tidewater area. Having 
hurricanes pass over our area in their post-hurricane stages or, as in the 
case of Gloria, feeling only the fringe effects can produce a false impres- 
sion. Persons tend to believe that they have been through a hurricane and it 
really wasn't quite as bad as everyone -said it would be. 

Just as the city's plans, procedures, and evacuation recommendations arc 
based on a worse case possibility for each hurricane, so too should be your 
response. Considering the unpredictability of a hurricane's direction of 
travel and the speed at which they can travel, it is quite possible that Gloria 
could have changed course 90° to the left and subjected the city of Virginia

Tracking: A Complex And Controversial Issue

Academic tracking is nearly universal in secondary schools and it is very 
common in elementary schools. In addition, a recent Carnegie Foundation 
technical report on the conditions of teaching disclosed the 63 percent of all 
U.S. teachers feel that "tracking students by- ability is a useful way for 
schools to deal with diversity." Still, tracking is one of the most enduring, 
controversial issues in American education. Proponents argue that it lets 
high achievers move rapidly and gives low achievers attainable goals and 
extra help. Opponents counter that it is unfair to low achievers, creates 
problems of poor peer models, lowers expectations and thus leads to lower 
student achievement, and concentrates minority students in classes having a 
slow instructional pace. , 

Central to the tracking issue is that the type and level of skill possessed 
by American high school graduates derives in large measure from the con- 
tent of their courses and programs of study. High school curriculum track- 
ing thus serves as an allocation mechanism which soats graduates into vo- 
cational programs of academic programs. In this view, tracking is very di- 
rectly implicated as a link between education, future technical/occupational 
skill, and the welfare of the U.S. national economy. 

The most controversial element of this process is the potential perma- 
nent harmful effects of a bad placement decision up on a student. Some re-

search has suggested that students are often placed in lower tracks because 
of such nonacademic criteria as low parental income, race, ethnicity, gen- 
der, and special needs. "» 

The National Education Association has a longstanding and ongoing 
concern with the persistent issue of how best o group students for effective 
instruction, while eliminating the abuse of rigid placement. Current NEA 
activity on ability grouping has made it evident that academic tracing is an 
extremely complex process and tracking issues can only be addressed in the 
total context of restructuring schools, having appropriate class size, and 
adequate resources. 

The Virginia Beach School Board has recently approved a restructuring 
process for middle level education that allows for thoughtful and innovative 
instructional programs which are known to alter traditional classroom

The Ship Of State And Debate Over Bill Of Rights

No document in our history has seen more controversy than the Bill of 
Rights. Although Vifginia's Declaration of Rights was adopted in 1776 
with little dissension, efforts to put such a Declaration into the original 
Constitution met with considerable opposition. 

The debate over protecting individuals against abuses of their civil liber- 
ties and rights by the federal government began in the Convention of 1787. 
Most delegates, however, believed their main goal was to plan an effective 
central government. Thus, they concentrated on the powers granted or 
withheld from the federal government 

Besides, since the document established a system of representative gov- 
ernment in the name of "We the People," the majority of the delegates be- 
lieved they had already recognized certain basic liberties. The Constitution 
did include some fundamental rights - the right to a trial by jury in a crim- 
inal case and to the Writ of habeas corpus, as well as prohibition of bills 
of attainder and of ex post facto' laws. 

But these civil liberties and civil rights did not satisfy three delegates, 
including two Virginians - Edmund Randolph and George Mason, who re- 
fused to sign the Constitution without the addition of a bill of rights. 
They, along with other Anti-Federalists, did not believe the document pro- 
tected individual citizens in their exercise of liberties such as freedom of

speech, press and religion. Nor were they convinced that it guaranteed the 
rights of those accused of crimes. 

Consequently, the debate over a bill of rights continued during the 
ratification process with a profusion of letters and news columns, including 
the 85 essays now known as 'The Federalist Papers." Opposing views of 
the Constitution were expressed in pamphlets and in fiery speeches. Argu- 
ments were not limited to the politicians but were heard in taverns, court- 
houses and churches. 

One of the most spirited debates took place here in Virginia, where lack 
of a bill of rights was considered the major flaw. The floor leader of the 
opposition, Patrick Henry, exclaimed "The necessity of a Bill of Rights 
appears to me to be greater in this government than ever it was in any 
government before." 

Virginia finally ratified the Constitution June 25, 1788 but only after 
the Federalists agreed to promote amendments proposed by the ratifying

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Council Defers Rezoning For Golf Course Development 



The package presented by Indian 
River Country Club Estates was 
like a present offered in July but 
not to be opened until Christmas. 

City council members apparently 
liked the wrappings and what they 
knew was inside, but for the sake of 
credibility had to defer rezoning and 
use permit applications for the pro- 
posed golf course development until 
issues on development south of the 
Green Line are resolved. 

Said attorney Robert Cromwell, 
the applicant intended to build a 
residential golf community of ex- 
ceptional quality on 472 acres north 
of Indian River Road and west of 
West Neck Road. The rezoning was 
requested for 21 1 .8 acres from AG-1 
Agricultural District to R-20 Resi- 
dential District and the use permit 
for the golf course on 180.8 acres 



of the property. 

Cromwell pointed out that the 
lots would be at least a half acre and 
that the overall density of the prop- 
erty would be less than one unit per 
acre. Unlike developers of golf 
courses like Cypress Point and 
Glenwood, the Indian River devel- 
oper was not asking for higher den- 
sity in exchange for the open space 
afforded by the Golf course, he said. 

So, what is the problem? 

The property is south of the 
Green Line. 

Councilman Harold Heischobcr 
said that before city council can 
consider the applications three 
things have to happen, "given what 
the Council has done in the past 
two months (delaying, deferring or 
denying applications south of the 
Green Line)." The new comprehen- 



sive plan which will include a plan 
for the southern end of the city will 
have to be in place, the litigation 
over downzoning will have to be 
resolved and the council has to 
make some decision on the transfer 
of development rights (TDR) in- 
tended to preserve agricultural uses 
south of the Green Line. 

City council voted 9-2 to go 
along with a deferral until the three 
issues are resolved. 

Council woman Reba McClanan, 
however, wanted to approve the ap- 
plications. She voted against the 
deferral. 

She said that whether TDR's are 
passed or not passed, would not 
make any difference. "I don't see 
how a project like this could be 
passed up." Even Councilman John 
D. Moss, who voted for the defer- 



ral, said that the impact on the land 
prices which might result from 
TDR's (the transfer of development 
rights from the rural areas to desig- 
nated development areas) may make 
opportunities such as the golf 
community disappear. 

McClanan concurred that that is 
already happening in Maryland. 

Council earlier at a work session 
heard a consultant explain a concept 
for development south of the Green 
Line which would include complete 
villages with high density housing 
and business and industrial uses to 
accommodate continued growth 
while preserving agriculture and 
open space in the southern part of 
the city. 

McClanan expressed concern that 
these high density villages would 



be "dumped" in Princess Anne Bor- 
ough, the area she represents. 

Cromwell said that the proposed 
development was no more 
leapfrogging than the establishment 
by the city of Little Island Park 
years ago and of Munden Park more 
recently. 

He said the developer wanted to 
build a high-class community and 
is not asking for anything. 

Thomas Broyles, an attorney 
with an interest in the development 
and a developer of Hell's Point Golf 
Club, said that the course would be 
a championship course and would 
be built before the housing. He said 
the developers would wait for two 
years before constructing the 
housing. 

"If we're going to build golf 



courses, that's the only area we can 
build them in." he said. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said he liked the plan but would 
have to wait until the Comprehen- 
sive Plan was ready to make a deci- 
sion. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
pointed out that this is the first 
lime the whole rural area has been 
studied for the development of a 
plan and that "if we're going to do 
it piecemeal, we still Wive no plan. 
We would be shoving the plan 
back." J 

The two doynzoning cases 
against the-crty, lost by the city in 
Circuit-Court, have been appealed 
to the- Supreme Court.

Posie Leads The Way For 
SPOT'S Susan Sykes

Every morning, Susan Sykes 
rides a TRT Handi-Ride van to her 
job at the Municipal Center Public 
Safety Building. With her on the 
bus is Posie, her constant compan- 
ion. Posie is a ten-year-old golden 
retriever. Susan is blind. 

Susan is a patrol aide with the 
Virginia Beach Police Department's 
SPOT Bureau (special operations 
and police tactics). Starting as a 
volunteer with the police depart- 
ment, Susan was given the oppor- 
tunity to prove herself, and nine 
months later, in 1 the fall of 1986, 
she became a paid employee. 

"In a lot of employment circles 
today, there is still a stereotyped 
image of a blind person as a man 
on a corner with a cane and a cup," 
Susan said. "There is still a lot of 
resistance to hiring the handicapped. 
The city of Virginia Beach was 
willing to give me a chance. They 
took me on as a volunteer and saw 
what I could and could not do." 

Susan prefers using a guide dog 
rather than a cane or relying on 
people to lead her around. 

"I don't like to constantly ask 
people to take me places so Posie 
gives me a great feeling of 
independence," she smiled, reaching 
down to stroke the dog's head. 
"With a cane, you have to actually 
come into contact with an object 
before you know it's there. Posie 
recognizes when something is in 
my way. Or if the passageway is 
too narrow, she takes me another 
route." 

Posie spent 18 months in train- 
ing before being selected especially 
for her mistress. That was in 1981. 
Posie navigates Susan easily 
thrrfugh the complex labyrinth of 
the Public Safety Building. In addi- 
tion to being a credible compass, 
Posie also keeps track of which of- 
fices have a supply of dog biscuits. 

"Sometimes we'll be walking 
down the hall and Poise will come 
to a stop in midstream. Then she'll 
veer off to the left to visit an office 
where she knows she'll get a hand- 
out," Susan explained. 

Police officers sometimes come 

by the office to visit Posie and 

throw a ball down the hall for her 

''to chase. At Christmas time, the 

retriever can count on getting toys

For three years Posie helped her 
mistress navigate J. Sargeant 
Reynolds Community College in 
Richmond where Susan received an 
associate's degree in business man- 
agement in 1984. Susan continued 
her education with special computer 
training through a pilot program 
with the State of Virginia which 
teaches computer proficiency to the 
blind and deaf. Through on-the-job 
training she has gained many more 
skills. * 

"People here work well with 
me," Susan commented. "We've 
used a lot of trial and error, and ad- 
justed things to fit in the right 
groove." 

Outside of work, Susan is an 
avid reader. She is currently enrolled 
in correspondence courses for the 
blind in the field of medical tran- 
scription. She wants to expand her 
training and continue to work in 
jobs where she can help people. 

"I come from a service-oriented 
family. My dad works with the 
Richmond Fire Department and my 
husband, David, volunteers for the 
Kcmpsvillc Rescue Squad and helps 
train EMS workers. I like using my 
training and talents to help people. 
It's a nice feeling to get up in the 
morning and come to work, and 
earn a paycheck rather than staying 
home drawing a subsidized in- 
come," she said. 

What advice docs Susan give on 
how to relate to and work with the 
handicapped? 

"It has been a challenge working 
with those who have never worked 
with the handicapped. It's a chal- 
lenge to them and to me. It in- 
volves a lot of give and take on 
both sides. The one bit of advice I 
would give is: Don't be afraid to 
ask me questions. People often feel 
awkward in asking me what I can 
and can't do, so they don't ask me at 
all," she smiled warmly, "Please 
don't hesitate to ask me if I can do 
something rather than just assum- 
ing I can't do it." 

A bit tired of waiting for atten- 
tion, the golden retriever emerged 
from her spot under Susan's desk 
and gently laid her head on her 
mistress' lap. As Susan stroked 
Posie's head, the dog's eyes reflected 
the years of trust and affection these 
two have shared in their very spe- 
cial relationship.

The two men who want to be 
Virginia's next governor, former 
Attorney General Marshall Cole- 
man and Lt. Gov. L. Douglas 
Wilder, will debate each other at the 
Virginia Press Association meeting 
Saturday, July 22.

The Subcommittee has held two 
meetings and has examined the es- 
calating assessments in many areas 
of Virginia and would like to hear 
from interested citizens and gov- 
ernment officials concerning what 



alternatives should be adopted to 
attempt to alleviate the problems in 
this area. The Subcommittee will 
also. hold a public hearing in 
Northern Virginia later this year. !! 

Some options which have been 
considered include the following: ' ' 

• Homestead exemption; 

• Circuit breakers; 

• Allowing localities to impose 
differential rates on different types 
of property (e.g., residential and 
commercial/industrial property); 

■ All different tax rates for differ- 
ent values of property; 

•Allow taxpayers who experience 
large increases in real estate taxes to 



defer those taxes with interest; and 

• Freezing or limiting real estate 
assessments and imposing a special 
tax after the sale of such property.

The new public defender for Isle 
of Wight County, Southampton 
County and the city of Franklin has 
chosen Courtland as his home base. 

Robert O'Neill said he hopes to 
open his new office in the Shands 
Shopping Center by the first of 
August. 

The former Virginia Beach assis- 
tant public defender will be accom- 
panied by two half-time attorneys 
and a full-time secretary. O'Neill 
will also be hiring a full-time in- 
vestigator, but has not yet decided 
among several candidates for that 
position. 

The legislation required to estab- 
lish a public defender's office for 
this area was introduced to the 
General Assembly io> January of 
this year, according to Overton 
Pollard, executive director for the 
Public Defender's Commission in 
Richmond. 

"The bar association in this cir- 
cuit showed strong support for 
opening a public defender's office," 
Pollard explained. 

The circuit includes the cities of 
Suffolk and Franklin, and the 
counties of Isle of Wight and 
Southampton. A separate public 
defender has been appointed for 
Suffolk. 



Currently, clients who cannot 
afford to pay for legal services arc 
represented by a court-appointed at- 
torney. The lawyer is selected from 
a list of local attorneys who offer 
their services at no cost or for a re- 
duced cost to these indigent clients. 

Parker Council, Commonwealth 
attorney for Isle of Wight county, 
said he thinks the move to appoint 
a public defender was a wise one. 
"The court-appointed system 
worked reasonably well, but fewer 
and fewer lawyers are willing to do 
that kind of work. 

"We have very good attorneys, 
but it's difficult getting in and out 
of criminal law on such an irregular 
basis. It changes every day," he ex- 
plained. 

O'Neill said he is looking for- 
ward to his new post, adding, "I re- 
ally like the work, and I feel that I 
could really contribute."

The legislation, which became 
effective on July 1, provides for ju- 
risdictions growing at a rate of 10 
percent or more between decennial 
census years and others to adopt a 
less restrictive form of conditional 
zoning than was previously avail- 
able.

Beach to sustained winds of 135 mph and a 14 foot storm surge along our 
Oceanfront and Bay front. Add five to seven feet of wave action on top of 
the storm surge and the conditions would have been disastrous. 

These conditions could have occurred within three to four hours of hav- 
ing clear skies. Had the city government not responded by opening shelters 
and recommending evacuation and this had happened, we would not have 
had enough lime to activate the shelters or evacuate most of our high risk 
areas. Many persons attempting to evacuate would probably have been 
stranded outdoors in their vehicles as the storm's fury struck. 

I am afraid that in Virginia Beach, as in other Tidewater area cities, the 
fringe effects of Gloria and the post-hurricane affect we have experienced 
from other storms has created a high potential for loss of life should we be 
struck by a major hurricane. These massive storms must be taken seriously 
by everyone in an area for which watches and warnings have been posted 
by the National Weather Service. Regardless of where the storm's forecast 
track takes it, until the storm has cleared the area and is no longer a threat, 
it should be treated as though it is going to be a direct strike on your area. 

If you would like to obtain information about hurricanes, you can either 
visit one of our public libraries or contact the Office of Emergency Man- » 
agement at 427-4192. They will be glad to mail you a packet of informa- 
tion which should help you make the right choices when ajiurricane 
threatens. 

As enjoyable as Virginia Beach is in the summer, we still must be real- 
istic about this threat which accompanies our warmer months.

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convention. North Carolina refused to ratify until a bill of rights was actu- 
ally submitted to the states. Rhode Island was not yet a part of the Union 
either. 

James Madison, defeated in his effort to become one of Virginia's first 
Senators, won election as a Representative by pledging to introduce a bill 
of rights in die First Federal Congress. 

George Mason used a nautical figure of speech in his comments to his 
son. "The Fact was, Mr. Madison knew that he could not be elected, with- 
out making some such promises . . . Perhaps some milk & .water 
Propositions may be made by Congress to the State Legislatures, by Way 
of throwing out a Tub to the Whale; but of important & substantial 
Amendments, I have not the least Hope." 

Mason's analogy was taken from Swift's Tale of a Tub whereby sailors, 
fearing a whale would damage their ship, simply threw out an empty tub 
as a diversion. But Madison not only kept his word, he used the Virginia 
Declaration of Rights, which Mason had authored, as a model. He also 
carefully reviewed more than 200 recommendations which had come 
mainly from the state ratifying conventions. He labored long and hard to 
frame the desired rights without weakening the powers already given the 
national government by the Constitution. 

Then, on June 8, 1789, Madison formally introduced the question of 
amendments, hoping that an earlv endorsement would end the threat of an- 
other convention. Believing other matters more important, Congress took 
no action. But Madison had taken the first step to the Bill of Rights. 

The opposition was also heard from. On the day Madison introduced the 
question of amendments, Representative James Jackson of Georgia ex- 
pressed the opinion, shared by many members, that it would be dangerous 
to alter the Constitution. He used the popular "ship of state" metaphor to 
make his points. 

"Our Constitution, sir, is like a vessel just launched, and lying at the 
wharf, she is untried, you can hardly discover any one of her properties; it 
is not known how she will answer her helm, or lay her course; whether she 
will bear in safety the precious freight to be deposited in her hold. But, in 
this state, will the prudent merchant attempt alterations? Will he employ 
two thousand workmen to tear off the planking and take asunder the frame? 
He certainly will not. Let us gentlemen, fit our vessel, set up her masts, 
and expand her sails, and be guided by the experiment in our alterations. 

If she sails upon an uneven keel, let us right her defects to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned; but if we proceed now to make alterations, we may 
deface a beauty, or deform a well proportioned piece of workmanship." 

In a July 5, 1789 letter to his father, Madison may have revealed some 
frustration. He wrote, "We are in a wilderness without a single footstep to 
guide us. It is consequently necessary to explore the way with great labour 
and caution. Those who may follow will have an easier task." Current 
members of Congress might contest this assumption. 

Two hundred years ago this week, on July 21, Madison was named to 
head a committee of 11 men - one from each state - to work on the 
amendments. Two more months would be required before Congress was 
ready to submit the proposed amendments to the states for ratification, and 
the debate over the Bill of Rights would continue.

The School-Smart Parent 

I have often devoted this column to nuggets of advice picked up over the 
years that might help parents assist their children in school. A new book 
has just been published which speaks to the same subject. 

The book is entitled. The School-Smart Parent, by Gene Macroff, and 
was published by Times Books. Although many books have been written 
on this subject, this new one is written from the standpoint of the child. 

Maeroff recognizes that most parents do not remember what is was like 
to be in school. He is careful, therefore, lo usher the reader through the 
maze of grades and subjects and other mysteries of a school from the child's 
viewpoint. 

He does take time to reiterate what frustrates today's educators the most: 
many parents "tend to be indulgent with their children in matters of social- 
ization." It seems not to matter to many parents how a child behaves in 

public, as long as he is accepted by his peer group and as long as he passes 
his school subjects. 

Maeroff recognizes that most parents do not 
remember what it was like to be In school. _l_ 



Maeroff repeatedly stresses the importance of what he calls "the great 
beginning" - reading. He emphasizes what most of us already know - that 
good readers are good students, and he encourages learning at home. 

There are other topics covered in this book, too. All are aimed at bring- 
ing parents into the process. The School-Smart Parent is a book that will 
cause you to believe that parents really can make a difference in their chil- 
dren's education.

Urinary Tract Infection Signs 

Several recent studies have demonstrated a relationship between non-cir- 
cumcision and urinary tract infection (UTT) in young infants. 

Epidemiologic studies of United States Army dependents found that un- 
circumcised infants have a 10- to 20-fold greater risk of having urinary tract 
infections in the first months of life. Numerous case-conuol studies seem 
to confirm that non-circumcision is a highly significant risk factor for uri- 
nary tract infections in infants up to 12 months of age.

Mental depression and demen- 
tia (senility) are two of the most- 
dreaded conditions that afflict us 
humans. The tragedy is made 
even greater by the fact that often 
these (and other) mental and 
emotional illnesses could have 
been prevented or turned around 
by attention to the vitamin and 



mineral status of their victims. 
How can this basic, cheap, 
harmless and relatively simple 
measure by overlo<Jjced in this 
affluent, medical-research-oriented 
country? 

Perhaps the answer lies some- 
where in the fact that physician- 
and psychiatrist-teachers are not 
sufficiently aware of the impor- 
tance of nutrition, leaving medi- 
cal and psychiatric students and 
residents-in-training deficient in 



Nine Safety Tips For Seniors 



Falls and motor vehicle acci- 
dents are the leading causes of 
fatal accidents for senior citizens. 

And more than 750,000 per- 
sons 65 years and older are 
treated in hospital emergency 
rooms each year for injuries as- 
sociated with products they live 
with and use everyday. 

Many of those deaths and in- 
juries could be prevented by fol- 
lowing a few simple guidelines. 

1. Always use seat belts even 
when driving or riding short dis- 
tances, or traveling at low 
speeds. 

2. Never drive after drinking. 

3. For stairway safety, don't 
pile things on the stairs; keep 
one hand on the railing, memo- 
rize the number of steps in your 
most-used stairways and count 
ihem mentally as you go; don't 
rush. 

4. Check all extension cords 



to make sure they are placed out 
of the flow of traffic. Make sure 
cords are not overloaded with too 
many appliances. 

5. Replace frayed or cracked 
electrical cords. 

6. Have an emergency tele- 
phone number for the police and 
fire departments handy, with a 
neighbor's number too. 

7. Make sure bathtubs and 
showers are equipped with non- 
skid mats or surfaces that are not 
slippery. / 

8. Purchase a smoke detector 
if you don't have one. Test it 
periodically to sec if it's working 
properly. 

9. Develop an emergency exit 
plan in case of a fire. 



this aspect of their knowledge ot 
the causes of human disease. And 
research-funds are given to work 
in other areas, which are consid- 
ered to have greater priority. 

It has been know for decades 
that depression and senile demen- 
tia can often be caused by a lack 
of certain vitamins and minerals. 
Very few of us eat a diet that is 
sufficient in all of them, either 
because of not knowing the im- 
portance of it, or because of not 
caring about, or being able to af- 
ford, the necessary expensive 
foods. Even when we do, absorp- 
tion is often a problem, espe- 
cially as we get older but even in 
young people. 

Other causes of deficient nutri- 
ent intake include dieting for 
weight-loss, loss of appetite for 
various reasons, including illness 
and less physical activity. We 
may also avoid important chewy 
foods such as meats and vegeta- 
bles because of problems with 
dentition, or because we have 



been told to avoid 'red meat' be- 
cause of a high cholesterol level. 
In addition, many of us are pre- 
scribed numerous medications, 
some of which work against the 
maintenance of adequate tissue- 
and blood-levels of certain nutri- 
ents that are essential for optimal 
mental and emotional function- 



ing. 

More than that, it is becoming 
obvious to many physicians, nu- 
tritionists and psychiatrists that it 
is virtually impossible for people 
to maintain optimal levels of the 
essential nutrients simply by 
eating 'three square meals a day', 

even if thev avoid caffeine, nico-

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Changes In Medicare Outlined By VPI Specialist 



To get the most benefit from 
the new Medicare legislation, 
older Virginians should know 
the changes in the law that went 
into effect in January. 

Virginia Cooperative Exten- 
sion specialist Irene E. Leech 
outlined the changes in the 
. Medicare Catastrophic Health 
Act of 1988. 

Medicare is the federal health 
insurance program that pays 
some health care costs for people 
65 years old or older and certain 
disabled people. "It doesn't cover 
everything and it doesn't pay the 
full cost of some of the covered 



services," said Leech. 

Part A of Medicare is hospital 
insurance. It pays for hospital- 
ization, skilled nursing facility 
care, hospice care and home 
health services. People 65 years 
old or older arc eligible for Part 
A at no charge but they must 
sign up at their local Social Se- 
curity office to get the benefits. 

Part B is medical insurance. It 
is available for a fee that is set 
annually. This part covers doc- 
tors services, outpatient hospital 
care, outpatient physical therapy 
and speech pathology services 
and home health care in specified

circumstances. It also covers 
many other services not covered 
under Part A. 

As of January 1, the cost for 
Part Bis S3 1.90. 

"The biggest change in the 
new act is you no longer have to 
count days in the hospital to de- 
termine what the costs are. The 
first ume you enter the hospital 
each year, you must pay a $560 
deductible. After that, you will 
not have any more hospital ex- 
penses in that year," Leech said. 

Under the old plan, the 
amount paid differed based on the 
number of days hospitalized. 

The recipient still has to pay 
for non-medical parts of the 



hospital bill such as telephone 
and television. 

There is no longer a require- 
ment to be hospitalized before 
entering a skilled nursing facil- 
ity. In the old plan, people had 
to be in a hospital for at least 
three days before entering the 
skilled nursing facility and they 
had to enter within 14 days after 
being discharged from a hospital. 

Under the new act, the person 
has to pay a $25.50 co-payment 
for each of the first eight days of 
skilled nursing facility care. 
Then Medicare will pay for 150 
days of care each year. 

There is still no coverage for 
custodial type of care, Leech

said. The person must need the 
staff and equipment in a Medi- 
care approved facility that is cer- 
tified for skilled nursing care or 
rehabilitation. 

The new act includes spousal 
impoverishment protection when 
Medicaid is necessary for care of 
a spouse in a nursing home. 
Medicare is the program for per- 
sons with very low income or 
who are medically needy. It is 
financed jointly by state and fed- 
eral funds. 

As of Sept. 30, the spouse 
who does not require skilled care 
will be allowed to keep a house 
and up to $5,000 worth of con- 
tiguous property. That spouse 
may also keep one half of other 
assets, up to $60,000. If there is 
less than $12,000 of assets, the 
spouse may keep it all. The 
spouse may also keep a monthly 
income of $786. 

For those enrolled in Part B, 
there are some changes too. Ba- 
sically, Medicare pays physi- 
cians' services, inpatient and 
outpatient medical services and 
supplies at a hospital, physical 
and speech therapy and ambu- 
lance charges. The recipient, in 
addition to the monthly pre- 
mium, pays a $75 deductible and 

20 percent of the approved costs.

tine, alcohol and other substances 
that deplete their body-and brain- 
stores of these vital molecules. 
This has led to the situation 
where depressed and demented 
people* arc consistently found to 
be deficient in several vitamins 
and minerals whenever their 
blood-levels are measured. 

Apart from taking a daily all- 
around vitamin-mineral prepara- 
tion, which at least provides 'a 
little of everything', what can be 
done? For one thing, one should 
not take high doses of certain vi- 
tamins and minerals without 
knowing one's blood-level be- 
cause toxicity (poisoning) can 
occur. The only way to know for 
sure what one is lacking in is to 
have the level ordered from a rep- 
utable laboratory by a physician 
who knows how to inter- 
pret/analyze the report. 

Because of space-limitations, 
let's focus on just one of these 
essential nutrients. And therefore I 
let's choose the one that is the/ 
most important for good brain-v 
function, namely B12 (or cobal- 
amin, because of the! tobalt at the 
core of this iaiAiho-acid 
molecule). The deflpdncy of it is 
probably better known as the 
cause of one form of anemia. 
However, since the anemia is 
fairly easily recognized and then 



treated, these days, this defi- 
ciency's potential effect on mood, \ 
energy-levels and memory-ability 
is far greater than on the blood 
but not for the brain, are often 
missed by physicians and 
psychiatrists. 

Even if one ingests enough 
meat, fish, eggs, milk, cheese 
and/or yogurt (the only foods 
containing this vitamin in any 
appreciable amounts), one can 
still be deficient - because of an 
absorption-problem. This malab- 
sorption may be for the protein- 
bound form of this vitamin only, 
which would not be detected by a 
Schilling's Test (the one suppos- 
edly confirming a diagnosis of 
B12-deficiency), which uses the 
free form of the vitamin. So this 
test is of limited value, at least as 
far a«^the subtler degrees of this 
deficiency are concerned. 
However, although one cannot 
iie the indiscriminate pre- 
scribing and administering of vi- 
tamin-B12, Without the blood- 
level even being measured first, it 

eemsAve-could revise the normal 
range upward, and therefore be 
more ready to diagnose a men- 
tally-devastating deficiency - and 
treat it vigorously. There appears 
to be much to be gained - and 
very little lost, even in lime and 
money - by such an approach.

If you have arthritis or stiff 
joints, buttons can be a prob- 
lem.

defined toe and heel. 

Look for fabrics that are easy 
to maintain. Linen, for example, 
is attractive, but requires a lot of 
ironing to stay looking crisp. 
Look for quality synthetics, such 
as silk polyester, for a contemi- 
porary, easy-care look. And 
avoid "old fabrics" like heavy 
double-knit polyester. 

For casual wear, jogging out- 
fits or sweats are comfortable 
and fashionable. And they're easy 
to maintain. \ 

For the senior who is 
wheelchair-bound or depends on 
crutches or a walker, special 
clothing is a mijst.

Drug Abuse, Crime Are Major Senior Concerns 



Ask questions of mature 
adults and you're sure to get an- 
swers, many of them surprising. 

Waldenbooks, the 1,200-storc 
bookseller, polled members of 
its Sixty-Plus Book Club, ask- 
ing their opinions on topics of 
national importance. 



Five separate reader groups 
were surveyed simultaneously: 
the age 60-plus readers, teen- 
agers arid children, and readers of 
mystery, science-fiction and ro- 
mance books. 

Drug abuse in the nation, the 
federal deficit and crime are the 




major concerns of those sam- 
pled. Statistically, the report 
should mirror the opinion of 
mature Americans throughout 
the nation, at a variance of up to 
plus-or-minus 4 percent. 

If called on to advise President 
George Bush, the 60-plus readers 
would urge the following as na- 
tional concerns and priorities: 

■Budget deficit and its cost to 
the national economy is a con- 
cern of 51 percent of the respon- 
dents. 

■Crime was a major issue for 
49 percent of 60-plus readers, 
compared with 14 percent for 
science-fiction club members. 

■Homeless. At 33 percent, 
mature adults showed the highest 
concern for this issue, compared' 
with 20 percent of rdmance 
readers, 12 percent of mystery 
readers and 10 percent of science- 
fiction readers. 

■Illiteracy in the nation was 
rated as a concern by 3 1 percent 



of 60-plus adults.

The new coverage is paid for 
by a Meditax and $4 of the Part 
B monthly premium. Everyone 
eligible for Part A Benefits will 
help finance this coverage, even 
• if they do not enroll and use Part 
A, said Leech. 

In 1989 you will pay the new 
meditax as a surtax with your 
1989 taxes. You pay $22.50 for 
every $150 in taxes that you 
owe, up to $800 per person or 
$1,600 per couple if both are el- 
igible. 

If the meditax amount that is 
calculated on your income is 
more than $800, you only have 
to pay $800. The tax rate and 
ceiling will increase every year 
for at least the next five years. 

When both spouses are eligi- 
ble for Medicare, the tax ceiling 
doubles. This is $1,600 this year 
for couples. If only one spouse 
is eligible and a joint return is 
filed, the tax is calculated based 
on half of the spousal income 
regardless of who earned the in- 
come. When separate feturns are 
filed, the tax ceiling for each is 
$1,600. 



Productive 

Although the average retire 
ment age in the United States is 
65, a number of distinguished 
people have remained extraordi- 
narily productive in the golden 
years.

Leech added that Medicare still 
does not cover all medical ex- 
penses. Marty people have a 
supplemental health insurance 
policy called Meidigap. These 
policies, which cover different 
amounts depending on the cost 
of the policy, may still be an 
important part of a person's 
health coverage plans. 

A research analyst from the 
Virginia Bureau of Insurance, 
Ann Colley, said that because of 
the Medicare changes, there are 
changes in the supplemental 
policies. Medigap policies were 
designed to pay deductibles and 
co-payments and are coordinated 
with the Medicare program. 

"They cannot duplicate the 
services covered by Medicare," 



she said. 

"We advise Virginians to see 
how the company with which 
they have a policy makes 
changes in the policy ai\d how 
the premium changes," Colley 
said. 

"Evaluate your situation," 
Colley said. "If deductible pay- 
ments and co-payments are a 
concern, the supplemental poli- 
cies are one way to handle the 
concern." 

Colley warned that purchasing 
duplicate policies usually is not 
a good investment of money. 
Many policies have provisions 
that allow the recipient to collect 
only for the amount of the costs 
of medical services. What is paid 
out in premiums may be more 
than can be collected in claims.

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Hair Today, Gone Tomorrow? No Longer With 
Today's Selection Of Hair Replacement Methods 



The America of the late 1980's 
is a society on the go— and that 
means we're more visible than 
ever before. Statistics tell us that 
more people are traveling, mov- 
ing to new cities, changing jobs, 
marrying more often and staying 
in the work force longer. As we 
become increasingly high-profile, 
looks and first impressions 
count-and certainly, a full, lus- 
trous, well-styled head of hair is a 
potent way to show ourselves off 
to best advantage. 

But the fact is, we're paying a 
price for this faster-paced 
lifestyle. ConstanUy being on the 
go can lead to increased stress- 
and stress is one of the major 
factors in the growing problem of 
hair thinning or hair loss among 
men and women. Hair loss can 
range from mildly problematic to 
a serious cause of low self-esteem 
and lack of confidence. 

There are other reasons for hair 
loss or thinning-among men, it 
can be attributed to a genetic dis- 
position toward pattern baldness, 
exacerbated by stress. For 
women, it can be due to hor- 
monal changes, poor diet, genetic 
disposition toward thin hair, or 
over bleaching and overprocess- 
ing. And certain illnesses, requir- 
ing treatment such as chemother- 
apy, will also result in hair loss. 
As hair loss becomes more 
common, more and more alterna- 
tives arc available for people with 
this condition. The range from 
operational procedures to cos- 
metic treatments and potential 
candidates should be aware of the 
advantages and disadvantages in- 
herent in each. 

The most in-depth procedure is 
a hair transplant. In this method, 
a surgeon removes very small 
plugs of healthy hair, with their 
follicles intact, from the back or 
sides of the scalp, and transplants 
them to the bald area. This 
surgical process is similar to skin 
grafting. The tiny plugs, each 
with 4-10 hairs and their folli- 
cles, are inserted into an area of 
identical size at the forepart of the 
scalp. No stitching is necessary- 
the patient applies hand pressure 
to the new transplants for a few 
seconds to give them a chance to 
clot and adhere. 

This method is costly, time- 
consuming, and like any other 
surgical procedure, you run the 
risk of infection. It can't cover an 
entire head, just small areas. And, 
it's not always entirely successful 
on every man. One of the biggest 
problems that's not yet been 
solved is that some of the trans- 
planted hair often grows in the 
opposite direction intended--and it 
can take up to 12 months before 
results are visible. 



But the fact is, we 're 
paying a price for this 
faster-paced lifestyle. 

Another procedure that's gained 
a great deal of attention in recent 
years is hair weaving, where hair 
is added to thinning or balding 
spots. Hair is matched and 
blended to look like the person's 
own hair. Then a checkerboard 
band of thread is sewn across the 
thinning area and the new hair 
sewn onto this foundation until 
the entire area is completely filled 
in. Once it's been sewn in, the 
new hair shouldn't fall out and 
with normal care, it can be 
combed, brushed, and shampooed 
regularly. 

The down side: Hair weaving 
can be expensive, and can be a 
long, drawn-out process. Addi- 
tionally, in all cases, people will 
need to go for maintenance of 
their weave every four weeks. 

Another surgical procedure is 
essentially a different method of 
affixing a hair piece-hair clamps 
are surgically implanted under the 
scalp to secure the hair piece into 
place. This technique has many 
drawbacks-the serious risk of in- 
fection, permanent scarring of the 
scalp because you cannot remove 
the piece, and difficulty washing 
hair. Although many advertisers 
refer to this method as permanent 
hair replacement, it is actually 
just a hairpiece that is affixed to 
the clamps. 



There are also a variety of top- 
ical treatments, including a drug 
called Minoxidil. First used in 

the mid-70s to treat hypertension, 
it was administered in pill form- 
and many men who used it began 
to notice hair growth. It's been 
formulated into a clear optical 
solution available only by pre- 
scription that hasn't yet been ap- 
proved by the FDA. « 

Not every man tested with the 
solution has shown signs of im- 
provement- in fact, it has only 
worked effectively on one- 
twentieth of the men tested. In 
addition, it must be applied twice 
a day, every day, for the rest of 
the user's life-a potentially ex- 
pensive proposition! And it only 
works for those with very slight 
hair loss, within the first year. 

Interestingly enough, one of 
the most popular methods of 
dealing with thinning hair or 
baldness is the custom-made, 
hand-made wig or hairpiece. 
Many of the people who select 
this method are busy career 
women with thin, wispy hair that 
can't be properly styled. It's peo- 
ple who know that a wig or hair 
piece will give them a more 
youthful appearance. It's men in 
the 35-50 age range who are ex- 
periencing partial or total hair 
loss, and are concerned about 
their images. The people who opt 
for a wig, hair piece, 3/4 wig or

ncwal and exfoliation decelerates 
so thai dead cells Hake away more 
slowly. The stratum corncum 
becomes thinner and more poorly 
organized, flattening oul so thai 
less moisture is retained. 

These changes can be acceler- 
ated by the environment. The rate 
at which water leaves the skin's 
surface depends on the amount of 



moisture in the air. In low hu- 
midity, the body contains 
considerably more water than the 
surrounding air. Under such con- 
ditions, water loss increases until 
the normal level of 15 percent 
moisture in the stratum corncum 
begins to drop.

well-known: dryness, dullness, 
the exaggeration of both superfi- 
cial facial lines and deeper wrin- 
kles on the forehead and throat. 
Add to this an overall loss of 
firmness as the support provided 
by the diminishing reserves of 
functional collagen and clastin 
declines. 

• How to Increase Moisturiza- 
tion. According to Dr. Brown of 
Oil of Olay, there are ihrce basic 
strategies for hydrating or mois- 
turizing the skin: 

- increase the water binding 
capacity of the stratum corneum; 

- occlude the skin surface trap- 
ping water as it emerges from 
within; and 

- apply water externally. 

The simplest solution is to 
apply water to the skin's surface 
on a regular basis, cither by 
spraying your face with water or 

lacing a damp washcloth on 
your face for the duration of your 
bath. Unfortunately, the simplest 
solution alone is usually insuffi- 
cient. Instead, a moisturizer must 
be applied as part of a daily skin 
care routine 

A daily skin care routine need 
not be complicated. For normal 
skin, it can be as simple as 
cleansing and moisturizing: 



- a gentle, thorough cleansing 
sloughs off excess dead cells, al- 
lowing newer, fresher cells to 
emerg6. Use a glycerine-based 
cleanser that thoroughly removes 
dirt and make-up without strip- 
ping skin or the essential mois-. 
lure it needs to look younger. 
The cleanser should rinse away 
complete^, leaving neither a 
drying alkali residue nor an oily 
afterfeel. 

- regular moisturizing brings 
water to the skin while protecting 
against excessive moisture loss 
from within 4 . Look for a water- 



based moisturizer that penetrates 
quickly, leaving no oily residue, 
but that also contains emollients 
soothing agents tliat remain ot 
the skin's surface to form a pro 
tective barrier against moisture 
loss. Apply the moisturizer while 
your face is wet in order to bring 
even more moisture to the skin. 

This routine should be repeated 
in the evening. Moisturizing at 
night is particularly important 
because it's only when you sleep 
that your skin is fully at rest and 
cell regeneration, at its fastest.

Infant CPR Can 
Save Kids' Lives 

Oftentimes we let our infants crawl around on the floor or out 
in the yard. Most of the time we try to keep an eye on them. 
But children can be quick and be out of your sight in no time. 
This is how many accidental deaths occur. 

Choking and suffocation emergencies are the leading cause of 
accidental death in infants less than a year old. Infants learn 
about their world by putting objects in their mouth and can 
choke on pebbles, coins, beads, parts of toys and foods such 
as nuts, grapes and popcorn. This is why it is so important to 

closely watch your children and make sure there are no danger- 
ous items laying around. 

In the event of an emergency, parents, as well as other family 
members and babysitters should know how to react. If a child 
stops breathing, it's vital that parents learn first aid for breath- 
ing emergencies. 

To help parents make accWent prevention a habit and if nec- 
essary to prepare them to become rescuers of their own chil- 
dren, the American Red Cross Infant and Child CPR course is 
being introduced. The course content focuses on injury 
prevention and the need to know first-aid for choking, rescue 
breathing (mouth-to-mouth), CPR, what to do in an emergency 
and how to use the community's emergency medical services 
system. 

The course itself is seven hours of instruction, hands-on 
practice with infant and children mannequins, handbook review 
and video presentations. It is meant for parents, first time 
moms and dads and those with small children - grandparents, 
babysitters and childcare and family home providers.

schools then we should obey the law/and do so as soon as we can. Let me 
say that I am sure there are wonderful, concerned parents who would like to 
leach their children in their own home oniheir own time in their own way. 
However, we must realize that we live in an imperfect world. Not all 
parents are qualified to teach their children about family life. 

I worked as a volunteer for a juvenile court in Virginia Beach for a judge 
as a judge's aide during hearings and trials of juveniles. Parents of most of 
these kids are not only not qualified to teach their kids about family life 
and sexuality but are unqualified to even'be parents. They could not teach 
their children right from wrong when they are the "wrong-doers" 
themselves. How does the child of abusive parents learn about "normal" 
family life? Who will teach them properly? Only the teachers who are 
trained and who can communicate with the children can help those who 
really need it. 

The concerned and interested parents can always add to the curriculum 
and ask and answer questions of their children. Parents will learn how to 
communicate with their children on sensitive subjects where they were a 
little hesitant to approach these subjects before. Children must learn about 
AIDS, about homosexuals, etc. You can't sweep these subjects under a 
rug. Discuss them and learn. Knowledge is the key to taking the right path 
in life. Knowledge never hurts - it always helps!

Wake up, parents! There's no law in the Code of Virginia which says 
FLE is mandatory! The only legislative act the Va. General Assembly 
passed regarding implementation of FLE was the appropriations bill. This 
bill clearly states, "local school divisions shall receive full payments out 
of these amounts IF THEY IMPLEMENT the standards of learning for the 
FLE program promulgated by the Board of Education, or, IF THEY IM- 
PLEMENT an FLE program consistent with the guidelines of the Board of 
Education ..." Under the guise of an accreditation standard, the Virginia 
State Board of Education issued a regulation which states that local school 
divisions "shall implement" an FLE program. The State Board of Educa- 
tion has arbitrarily issued a mandate, which legally it has no authority to 
issue. They are not a legislative body, elected by the people. Therefore, 
they have no authority under the Virginia Constitution to make laws nor 
to receive delegated authority to make laws to be followed by the people. 

Family Life Education is the "big lie" of the decade. Parents and citizens 
of Virginia must stand up to this tyranny and resist all efforts by their lo- 
cal school divisions to implement FLE. It is time we gained back the 
territory we have forfeited through apathy and it is time that we told the 
Beauracrats in Richmond that we have had enough and we will not allow 
our tax dollars to be used to fund programs we never had the opportunity to 
vote for or against!

Nation Needs A Stronger 
Commitment To Scientific 
Research And Development

"The Eagle has landed!" 

Twenty years ago, these simple words told millions of people huddled 
anxiously around their television sets that Neil Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin 
had landed safely on the moon. America's race to the moon had finally been 
won. 

For those of us who watched, it seemed clear mat the crew of Apollo 1 1 
had completed the most important human voyage since Columbus' daring 
expedition to the west. Our nation had again led the way and changed the 
course of history - forever. 

The anniversary of the Apollo 11 mission, which we celebrate this 
month, should be a time when the United States rededicates itself not only 
to a sound space program but also to the fundamental importance of scien- 
tific research and education in our national life. 

Unfortunately, these values don't have the luster now that they did when 
we went to the moon. The space program itself has seemed to be adrift at 
times. There has been difficulty in articulating clearly what our goals are in 
developing a manned space station. The Challenger tragedy shook public 
confidence in the entire space program. And the debate about using outer 
space for commercial or military purposes has obscured what should be the 
one overriding purpose of space exploration: to broaden human understand- 
ing of the universe. 

President Bush appears to recognize this. In a speech commemorating 
Neil Armstrong's first steps on the moon, the President called for a 
strengthened space program, including the space station and an American 
base on the moon during the next century. 

Although the president left the details of how we will achieve these 
goals to Vice President Quayle and the other members of the National 
Space Council, his speech was important for the tone it set and the leader- 
ship it provides. The President has clearly committed himself to a reinvig- 
orated space program, and on this point, he will receive strong support in 
Congress. 

Looking beyond the space program, an even more important challenge 
on this anniversary of Apollo 1 1 is to restore America's traditional leader- 
ship in scientific research and education. 

By almost any measure, our position in these areas has waned during the 
past two decades. In one recent study, for example, the National Academy 
of Sciences reported that American 13-year olds scored the lowest on a 
math test administered jointly to children from the U.S., Canada, Ireland, 
South Korea, Spain, and Great Britain. We are educating roughly the same 
number of engineers as Japan even though its population is much smalhif 
than ours. Spiralling tuition costs and declining financial aid programs are 
keeping bright young people out of college. And non-defense related scien- 
tific research has in recent years been an ever-shrinking portion of the total 
federal budget 

For a nation that has been the pacesetter in scientific breakthroughs and 
industrial productivity, these trends outline the seriousness of the challenge 
confronting us. But the challenge is not insurmountable because one of the 
most important lessons we learned from Apollo 11 is that this nation can 
achieve almost anything when our goals are clear and our commitment is 
strong. 

Today, we must rekindle the vital sense of national purpose that took us 
to the moon and apply it toward a vastly stronger program of scientific re- 
search and education. Doing so will lead America to a future which is even 
brighter than the stars.

Vocational Education Important To Jobs Of The Future

U.S. News recently did a cover story on jobs of the future and the skills 
young workers will need to acquire and carry out these jobs. The central 
theme for the article was that the "back to basics" movement that politi- 
cians have been loudly proclaiming as the cure-all for public education has 
in fact not helped the very students this rigorous curriculum was supposed 

to help. 

For many students, the "back to basics" movement has brought in- 
creased graduation requirements that have kept non-college bound students 
from taking vocational and business courses. The students simply do not 
have enough time to take all the required courses and vocational courses 
too. This is especially disturbing when half of America's students do not 
attend college, but go directly into the job market. 

Even more distressing is when you look at how school districts measure 
themselves. They tend to measure their success by how many students go 
on to college. We never see statistics showing how many graduating se- 
niors had self-supporting incomes five years later. Yet, the greatest growth 
in the job market of the future will be in areas that do not require a college 
degree. 

According to U.S. News, the occupations with the largest number of 
new jobs, between now and the year 2000, will be salesclerks, waitresses,

registered nurses, cleaning personnel, general managers, executives, 
cashiers, and truck drivers". Few of these occupations require a college de- 
gree. 

What do we need to do to correct the problem? We need to understand 
that the college prep program is exactly that - courses geared for students 
going to college. We need to accept the fact that accounting and business 
math might be as useful for some students as geometry and calculus are for 
others. We need to have vocational classrooms with equipment that mirrors 
the real world, not discarded, outdated equipment donated by some company 
that could no longer use it. School counselors need to have as much in- 
formation available about vocational training as they do about college pro- 
grams. 

Apparently, the Virginia Beach School Board has been thinking some of

Guiding The Bill Of Rights Through Federal Congress

Two hundred years ago, Representative James Madison was in New York 
City attending the First Federal Congress. The First Session had begun 
March 4 and would last until September 29. Some have called it the most 
crucial Congress in the history of the United States. 

The "Father of the Constitution" spent much of that first session working 
on the amendments that would ultimately become the Bill of Rights. He 
first announced his intentions and raised the question of amendments in the 
House of Representatives on June 8, 1789. 

On June 8, 1989, 1 spent a memorable evening at Montpelier, the ances- 
tral home of James Madison, where a reception, exhibit and lecture com- 
memorated the 200th anniversary of Madison's introduction of the Bill of 
Rights in Congress, and honored the man who had guided these amendments 
through a reluctant Congress. 

This event was sponsored by The Virginia Commission on the Bi- 
centennial of the United States Constitution and The National Trust for 
Historic Preservation, and marked the Virginia opening of "Birth of the Na- 
tion: The First Federal Congress, 1789-1791," an exhibit created by the 
First Federal Congress Project at the George Washington University. 

A book with the same title by Charlene Bangs Bickford and Kenneth R. 
Bowling was given to each guest after viewing the exhibit. The authors n>

lied entirely on original sources from the files of the First Federal Congress 
Project, the first comprehensive treatment of the work of the critically im- 
portant First Federal Congress. 

Copies of all the official records of this Congress, the reports of its de- 
bates, and letters to and from members are being published in the multi- 
volume, Documentary History of the First Federal Congress, 1 789- 1 79 1 , by 
the John Hopkins University Press. It is my hope that bur Central Library 
will obtain all volumes of this important publication as they become avail- 
able. 

A.E. Dick Howard, chairman of the Virginia Commission on the Bi- 
centennial of the United States Constitution, pointed out that the bicenten- 
nial celebration was not just of the document, but of the process in estab- 
lishing the government. He praised Madison for introducing and then guid- 
ing the first amendments through Congress, and concluded that Madison

Great Bridge Carpenter Says Helping Accident Victim "Just Something You Do"

"It's just something you do," 
said Jimmy Hogge of Chesapeake 
about jumping out of his car 
onto busy Interstate 64 after a 
fully-loaded tractor-trailer recently 
flipped on an on ramp to 1-264 
Hogge and another man froi 
Portsmouth, whose name h 
didn't remember, found the truck 1 ! 
driver, Mandele Jackson o 
Chesapeake, hanging upside 
down in the cab and choking. 

"It only took three or four sec- 
onds," said the Great Bridge resi 
dent, "I climbed up the side of the 
wall and saw he (Jackson) was 
choking. We had to make a quick

decision, and I had learned how to 
take people out of cars after acci- 
dents, so we pulled him out of 
the truck." 

Hogge said he served as an 
emergency medical technician 



(EMT) volunteer in the early 
1980's and said his training sim- 
ply kicked into gear as he ap- 
proached the accident 

Although his first aid courses 
usually cautioned not to remove 
people in car accidents for fear of 
causing the injured person to be- 
come paralyzed from a back or 
neck injury, Hogge said the deci- 
sion had to be made immediately 
whether to keep Jackson in the 
truck and let him possibly choke 
to death or risk removing him. 

Soon after Jackson was freed 



from the truck additional doctors 
and off-duty medical personnel 
arrived on the scene, quickly fol- 
lowed by an ambulance which 
took Jackson to Sentara Norfolk 
General Hospital. Jackson has 
since been released. 

"I didn't review what had hap- 
pened or what I did," said Hogge 
after the fact "I hoped the best 
for the guy and knew he was in 
good hands from the time the 
ambulance showed up." 

However Hogge's mother and 
brother Wilber haven't taken 



Jimmy's role in the accident as 
nonchalantly as he did. Both said 
they were proud of him and felt 
Jimmy deserved a bit of recogni- 
tion for the good deed. However 

Hogge didn't see his actions as 
out of the ordinary. 

"There were lots of other peo- 
ple who helped," he started mod- 
estly. "I've also had to use what I 
learned from being a volunteer 
before. If I see a need, I stop and 
help. To me it's nice that I can 
use my God-given ability to help 
someone else."

he gave up being a EMT volunteer 
after the department began to move 
more toward hiring paid workers 
and requiring EMT personnel to 
also learn to fight fires, of which 
Hogge said he wasn't too fond.

Someday, he said he wouldn't 
mind returning to some sort of 
emergency medical service such as 
being a forest ranger. Until then, 
Hogge said he enjoys carpentry and 
the jobs which carry him all over 
southern Hampton Roads. And 
Chesapeake can be proud of it's 
friend in time of need.

Children from families whose 
income is at or below the house- 
hold levels shown are for free or re- 
duced price meals. 

Application forms are being sent 
to all homes with a letter of expla- 
nation. To apply for free or reduced 
price meals, parents or guardians 
should fill out the application and 
return it to the school. Additional 
copies are available in the princi- 
pal's office in each school. The in- 
formation provided on the applica- 
tion will be used for the purpose of 
determining eligibility and may be 
verfied at any time during the 
school year by school or other pro- 
gram officials. Applications may be 
made at any time during the school 
year. 

To determine eligibility, the fol- 
lowing information must be pro- 
vided on the application: names of 
all household members; Social Se- 
curity numbers of all adult house- 
hold members or a statement that 
the household member does not 
possess one; total household in- 
come or the case number if the 
family currently receives food 
stamps or Aid To Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC)/Aid 
To Dependent Children (ADC); and 
the signature of an adult household 
member certifying that the 
information provided is correct. 
Households are required to report 
increases in household income of 
over $50 per month or $600 per 



In certain cases foster children are 
also eligible for these benefits. If a 
household has foster care children 
living with them and wishes to ap- 
ply for meals for them, the house- 
hold must complete an application. 

The information provided by the 
household is confidential and will 
be used only for purposes of de- 
terming eligibility and verifying 
data. 

Under the provisions of the free 
and reduced price policy, the director 
of Food Services will review appli- 
cations and determine eligibility. If 
a parent or guardian is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he 
may wish to discuss the decision 
with the determing official on an 
informal basis. If the parent wishes 
to make a formal appeal, he may 
make such a request, either orally or 
in writing, to James G. Ratliff, Jr., 
director of Food Services, Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools, P.O. 
Box 6038, Virginia Beach, VA 
23456. Hearing procedures are out- 
lined in the policy. 

In the operation of child feeding 
programs administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, no child 
will be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, color, sex, national 
origin, age, or handicap.

should be called the "First Majority Leader" because of the role he played in 
this and other actions. 

Ms. Bickford, who chaired the Arlington County Bicentennial Commit- 
tee, served as president of the Association for Documentary Editing and is 
co-editor and director of the First Federal Congress Project of George Wash- 
ington University, was the guest lecturer. Her presentation was educational 
as well as enjoyable. She dubbed James Madison the first "ghost writer," 
noting that he had drafted Washington's inaugural address and then had later 
written Congress' response. In effect, commenting on his own comments! 

She observed, "The First Federal Congress was the most important 
Congress in American history. Its awesome agenda breathed life into the 
Constitution, established precedent and constitutional interpretation which 
still guide us two hundred years later, and held the Union together when 
sectional interests threatened disunion and even civil war. Most signifi- 
cantly, it concluded the American Revolution." ' 

On July 21, 1789, Madison assumed the Chair of the House Committee 
to prepare the first amendments to the Constitution for consideration by the 
Congress. Madison had done his homework, having studied all recom- 
mendation for amendments from various state ratifying conventions and 
having examined the bill of rights of all the existing state constitutions. He 
managed to incorporate all twenty proposals that George Mason deemed es- 
sential. 

Madison believed the greatest danger to liberty lay "in the body of the 
people operating by the majority against the minority." Thus, in his mind 
the purpose of the amendments was to safeguard die rights of the minority. 

On August 24, the House approved seventeen of those proposed. They 
were then sent to the Senate where further changes were suggested. One of 
the amendments that was eliminated was a prohibition on the violation by 
the states of the rights of freedom of speech, press and conscience, and trial 
by jury. Dropping this proposal would prove in time to have been a dreadful 
mistake. 

Finally, on September 25, both houses of Congress passed twelve 
amendments to be submitted to the slates for ratification. The ten that were 
eventually ratified became known as "The Bill of Rights" and became a part 
of the Constitution with the approval of Virginia on December 15, 1791. 
The process that began with Madison's initiative ended with his state's tardy 
ratification.
